The President Will not Withdraw 
Bryen’s Nomination. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
NEW YORK, Dec. 21.—A special to 
the Herald from Washington says that 
the President has definitely determined 
to carry out his original purpose in 
nominating Charles Page Bryan of Il- 
linois to be Minister to China. He has 
so informed one of Mr. Bryan’s princi- 
pal supporters. The nomination will be 
sent to the Senate after the Holidays. 
The President reached this decision 
after giving consideration to the pro- 
tests of Senators Frye, Wolcott and.

Charles Page Bryan of Illinois as Min- 
ister to China. 

MIND MADE UP. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—Senators 
who have seen President McKinley 
regarding the. appointment of Charles 
Page Bryan as Minister to China, find 
that the President has no present in- 
tention of reconsidering the appoint- 
ment. Some suggestions have been 
made that Mr. Bryan be sent to some 
other mission, and a more trained dip- 
lomat be sent to China, but they have 
not.met with indorsement at the White 
House, 

One suggestion made was that Mr. 
Bryan be sent to Greece and William 
Woodville Rockhill, who has had long 
experience in China and who is now 
at Athens, should be given the China 
mission. The President made it clear, 
however, that he preferred Mr. Bryan 
for the place, and was not contemplat- 
ing any change in the selections he 
had made for foreign ministers. 


RETIREMENT OF CIRCULATION. 


Three Million Dollars Prid Out So | 
Far This Month. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] . 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—M. D. 
Coffin, the Acting Comptroller of the 
Currency, today called attention to the 
fact that the retirement of national 
bank notes during the first twenty 
days of this month reached the sum of 
$3,000,000. This is said to be the first 
time during the las: ten years that 
the voluntary retirement has reached 

this amount in any one month. 

Under the national bank act the 
United States Treasuier ts not allowed 
to receive for the retirement of circu- 
lation more than $3,000,000 in any one 
month, and hence all deposits to re- 
tire notes during the last ten days of 
this month must be refused. 

This exceptional condition, Mr. Coffin 
says, is due to the prevailing low rates 
of interest, arising ‘from a super- 
abundance of money for investment, 
which has advanced the price of 
United States bonds. Mr. Coffin ex- 
pressed the opinion that the law 
should be amended i:: tnis particular, 
as it intereferes With: the elasticity of 
the currency and general laws of 
trade.

REVENUE CUTTER SERVICE. 


Good Work Done Deapite the An- 
tique Vessels. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—Capt. C. 
F. Shoemaker, chief of the revenue 
cutter service, in his annual report 
says that of the thirty-seven vessels 
in the service two years ago, there 
were nineteen old wooden hulls, four- 
teen of iron, three of steel and one of 
iron, wooden sheated. Continuing, he 
Says: 
“It is asserted that no class of sea- 
men have beén compelled to go to sea 
since the general introduction of steam 
motive power for marine purposes in 
such a type of water craft as, for the 

most part, comprise the list given. 

“As conditions now cbtain (and must 
continue until the old vessels shall be 
replaced with better.) when one of 
them is ordered upon a cruise of six 
weeks or two months duration, it be- 
comes necessary to load it far beyond 
the danger limit, so that when it puts 
to sea the decks are fairly awash, This 
has been the case for years, and with 
the cld type of vessels comprised in the 
list given is the case today, and yet, 
handicapped as it has always been in 
the manner shown, the’ service has 
never in its history failed to respond 
promptly and to meet efficiently every 
call that has been made upon it.” 

Authority is asked for the construc- 
tion of five cruisers to take the place 
of some of the old wooden vessels now 
almost past repairing. 

The Arctic relief expedition is re- 
ferred to and Capt. Shoemaker says: 
“No greater undertaking, one fraught 
with more hardships and peril to the 
participants, marks the career of any 
national service, and, come success or 
come failure, it must redound to the 
high praise of its personnel and the 
honor and glory of the nation, while 
the ‘steady readiness of the revenue 
cutter service to meet every’ demand 
made upon it has already been em- 
phasized in the speedy preparation and 
departure of these expeditions.” 


ADMITS HE LISD. 


JOHN ANDERSON OF THE OLIVE 
PECKER EXAMINED. 


Tells of the Shooting of the Mate. 
Says He Did not Claim to Ee in 
Command of the Vessel—Contra- 
dictory Testimony. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

NORFOLK (Va.,) Dec. 21.—Rapid 
progress was made in the Federal 
Court today in the Anderson case, and 
it will probably be concluded tomorrow, 
so far as the charge that John Ander- 
son murdered Mate Sanders of the 
schooner Olive Pecker is concerned. 
With the exception of some brief and 
not important testimony in the morn- 


sumed with the hearing of the evidence 
of the accused, placed on the stand by 
his counsel to testify in his own be- 
half. . 

The cross-examination of Anderson 
was begun at 2 o’clock. The accused, 
in response to questions, said _ that 
when the first shot was fired at the 
mate he (Anderson) was up on the 
forecastle, and the mate was below 
him on the forecastle head. He denied 
that the captain felt the back of the 
dog to see whether hot or cold water 
had been thrown upon him before he 
had struck him in the galley. Witness 
admitted that he had lied to the con- 
sul at Bahia as to how he acquired 
possession of the captain’s pistol, and 
denied that he had stated for publi- 
cation that he had taken it out of 
the captain’s bunk. 

Further examination brought the 
statement that Anderson had asked the 
crew to take the vessel to port. He 
did not tell Harbrough that he was 
in charge,-and nobody gave any or- 
ders about lowering the boat. The 
cross-examination lasted about an hour 
and a half. 

The defense introduced Capt. J. 
Small who testified that he employed 
Anderson for six months in 1895 and 
found him peaceable and well-behaved. 
John Asburg testified that he had 
known the prisoner in Sweden, and 
as far as he could remember, his repu- 
tation was good. They were school- 
mates. John A. Ahuhart was intro- 
duced to prove the reputation of Capt. 
Whiteman, but was not allowed to 
testify. 

The defense here rested, and the 
government introduced in _ rebuttal 
William MHarbrough, who denied all 
the allegations made against him by 
the accused, and said March set the 
schooner on fire weite Anderson stood 
over him and made im do it. Lind, 
Barril, March and Baistad, members 
of the crew, were all examined in re- 
buttal, and contradicted Anderson at 
every point where he had referred to 
them in his evidence in cross-exami- 
nation. Several other witnesses of 
minor importance were examined in 
rebuttal, and the court adjourned un- 
til 10 o’clock tomorrow for argument. 


WILL NOT CHANGE. 


Mr. Mellen Will Remain at the Head 
of the Northern Pacific. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 

ST. PAUL, (Minn.,) Dec. 21.— 
President C. S. Mellen returned to St. 
Paul today from New York, with the 
settled purpose of remaining at the 
head of the Northern Pacific. Mr. 
Mellen said in an interview today: 
'“The presidency of*the Union Pacific 
system was not offered to me. I am 
not in a position to accept any posi- 
}tion that leads to the place or any 
other than the one in which I am. I 
am in honor bound to remain as 
president of the Northern Pacific until 
my work has been accomplished or 
until Mr. Morgan and his associates 
who placed me in this position see fit 
to terminate the present arrangement 
with me, and desire me to take up 
some other work. The declaration of 
Co]. Lamont that I am to remain in my 
present position ought to have been 
sufficient to stop further gossip relative 
to the matter.” 

Mr. Mellen admitted that he had met 
some of the gentlemen interested in 
the reorganization of the Union Pa- 
cific, and had, to some extent, talked 
over the future’ of that system, but 
declared he was not in a position to 


receive any propositions looking 
to his entering the service of thre 
company. Mr. Mellen was not In a 


position to say who was likely to be 
selected as president of the Union 
Pacific.

England Must Help Carve 
China's Empire. 


Warning Demonstration to Be 
Made at Chee Foo, 


Russia Securing Chinese Aid 
Against Japan.

LONDON, Dec. 22.—According to a 
special dispatch from Shanghai, the 
British sqadron will make a demon- 
stration at Chee Foo, on the- north 
coast of the Shan Tung promintory, as 
a warning, it is sunposed, that Great 
Britain intends to opvose the division 
of China without consulting her. 
It is renorted that Russia has of- 
fered China a loan to pay off the in- 
demnity of the war with Japan, and 
that Russia and England are acting 
in concert to preserve China from dis- 
intergration, favoring the idea of a 
protectdrate over Central China, with 
a capital at Nanking. 
PREPARING TO DIVIDE. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
LONDON, Dec. 22.—A German-Chi- 
nese commission has been arranged, ac- 
cording to a disnatch from Shanghai 
to the Daily Mail, to settle the boun- 
daries of the occupied district at Kiao 
cheu, ‘and it is evident, therefore, 
that the occupation will be permanent. 
The same dispatch says it is rumored 
in Shanghai that the British intend 
to occupy Talien Wan, south of Port 
Arthur, in order to guard the Gulf of 
Peechi Li. | 
The Daily Mail’s correspondent at 
Tokio says there is no excitement over 
the news from Port Arthur. The press 
is calm and the public is indignant. 
It is rumored, the dispatch alleges, 
that a large Russian military force is 
coming from Siberia.

RUSSIA BUYING SUPPLIES. 


Francisco Merchants. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. J 
“SAN. FRANCISCO, Dec. 21.—In mer- 


attention is paid to news from the Ori- 
ent. The intelligence that a Russian 
fleet has occupied Port Arthur, follow- 
ing so closely on the news that Rus- 
sia had obtained a firm grip in Corea, 
leads to the belief that active hostili- 
ties between fhe Mikado and the Czar 
cannot be long deferred. 

It is regarded as significant that 
agents of the Russian cmpire have re- 
cently made extensive purchases of 
army supplies in the United States for 
the garrison at Viadivostok. A few 
days ago cable messages from YVladi- 
vostok via St. Petersburg were re- 
ceived in this cityinviting several firms 
to bid on an immense quantity of pro- 
visions. Th* merchants here antici- 
pate a great demand for supplies to 
maintain the fieets and armies now as- 
sembling in the Orient. 


France Sending a Cruiser. 
LONDON, Dec. 21.—A special dis- 
patch from Brest says the French 
cruiser Jean Bart has been ordered to 
proceed to China. She is rated as a 
second-class cruiser. She mounts six 
5-inch guns, fourtcen 2.5-inch guns and 
has nine guns of smaller calibre. Her 
crew numbers 332 men. . 
NEWSPAPER MEN BARRED. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
SHANGHAI, Dec. 21.—The German 
admiral commanding at Kiaochau Bay 
refuses to admit newspaper men within 
the German lines. There have been no 
further developments at Kiaochau. 


Mra. Nack’s Plea. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 21.—The Herald 
says that while Dist.-Atty. Young of 
Queens county is non-committal upon 
the matter, it is said that he finally de- 

cided to allow Mrs. Nack to plead

It 
teila of a crushing defeat inflicted upon 
the Spanish general, Pando. Capt. 
todriguez'’s correspondent says: 

“A part of Gen. Calixto Garcia’ 
force, under Lieut.-Col. Salvador Rios 
wags holding the Yucta Ford of the 
Cauto River. It ‘was important fot 
Pando’s forces to reopen the river, In 
order that reinforcements might be 
sent to the City of Bayamo, beseiged 
by Gen. Roloff. Gen. Calixto Garcia’s 
main force was a little further up the 
river, protecting a ford threatened 
by Gen. Pando. Gen. Aldave, in com- 
mand of 2000 Spanish infantry, ‘reg- 
ulars,’ a squadron of cavalry and 3000 
guerilla volunteers, twenty-two 
non and six light génboats, attacked 
Rios. 

‘Disposing his artillery on the hills 
commanding the Yacta Ford, Aldave 
opened a hot fire on the insurgent 
works on the opposite side of the river. 
Rios and his 500 Cubans retired into 
the cover of the woods, and the ford 
was opened for the Spaniards’ passage. 

“Aldave advanced a column of in- 
fantry atross the ford, holding their 
rifles and ammunition belts above their 
heads, the men being protected by @ 
continual artillery fire. Rios, seeing 
that he could not hold his position 
without help, sent a voluntary courier, 
Lieut. Charles Hickman, an American, 
to Gen. Calixto Garcia, up the river. 
Hickman had to ride directly through 
the enemy’s fire, but made the pase 
safely. 

*““Meanwhile, Gen. Aldave landed 1500 
more men on the further side, and 
Gen. Pando, with a large force, at this 
time made a feint upon the upper 
fords. Gen. Garcia, deceived by 
Pando’s movement, decided that he 
could spare only a small reinforce- 
ment to Col. Rios, and sent Col. Carlos 
Garcia with only 260 mounted men 
down the river. This reinforcement, 
small at it was, renewed the hopes 
of the defenders of the Yacta, and they 
charged the Spaniards with their bayoe 
nets. 

“The Cubans, however, were 
heavily outnumbered that they were 
forced to give way. Carlos Garcia’s 
herse was shot from under him, and 
Col. Rios was wounded slightly in the 
leg. Col. Garcia's escort renewed the 
charge, with machetes this time, and 
held the Spanion forces in check for 
a@ short while.’ Gen. Calixto Garcia 
had seen through Gen. Pando’s feints 
on the upper ford, and despatched 
Gen. Jesus Rabi.with 1000 cavalry to 
their relief. These arrived just ag the 
Spanish were recovering from the ma- 
chete charge. and fell suddenly upon 
their rear, throwing the troops who 
had crossed the ford tnto confusion. 
The Spanish had to give ground, and 
became expesed to the fire from thetr 
own artillery in the hills and from 
the six gunboats which had joined in 
the bombardment of Rics’s men. Gen. 
Aldave ordered this destructive fire 
to cease, reformed his ettacking party 
and dispatched a message to Gen. 
Pando for assistance in carrying the 
Cuban position. 

“But it was too late. The Cubans, 
re-forming, raised their battle shout of 
“A machete!” “Cuba Libre!” and fell 
upon the Spanish ranks with terrible 
effect. A body of 1990 guerrillas wag 
cut off from Aldave’s force and threw 
down their arms. 

“Gen. Rabi, knowing the half-hearted 
loyalty of these volunteers, told them 
they must fight their own comrades or 
be cut to pieces, and they obeyed and 


really fought desperately on -the- Cue 
ban side. 

“Gen. Aldave, seeing that his men 
would be annihilated, withdreW them 


across the ford, again protected by the 
artillery fire. Gen. Pand> with an ese 
cort rode down from the upper ford and 
directed the Spanish retreat. 

“The Cuban loss in this engagement 
was 1096 killed and about three hundr 
wounded. Gen. Rabi’s men found ho 
Spanish dead and Gen. Aldave in his 
report to Havana said his wounded 
numbered 200. The Cubans believe 
they have inflicted much more damage; 
that the Spanish troops carried away 
many of their dead and minimized the 
number of the wounded, reporting only 
one-fourth. Among the Cubans killed 
was Mai. Lelada and Capt. Garcia, a 
son of a “ich planter. The Spanish left 
on the field Lieut.-Col. Have, two cap- 
tains and one assistant surgeon and 
the standard of arms of the Battalion 
Ilanros. Gen. Garcia promoted Hicke 
man, the daring courier, to a@ Cape 
taincy on the field. 

“Pando has reported to Gen. Blanes 
that 100,000 men are needed to break 
the backbone of the insurgents’ oppo- 
sition in the east, and that it is ne 
longer practicable to continue the came 
paign to relieve Bayamo. 

“This city Gen. Garcia expects to 
capture early in January, being now 
able to detach ‘troops from his com- 
mand to send to Rotoff’s aid.” 

Capt. Rodriguez has also received 
news that Gen. Maximo Gomez has 
crossed the Jahonyu River at Ciego de 
Avila. and has continued on his march 
to effect a junction with Gen. Rod-

AGAINST AUTONOMY, 


Declaration of a Meeting of Con- 
servatives at Havana, 
(ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


HAVANA, Dec. 21.—[By Central 
American Cable.] At today’s meet- 
ing of the Conservative party, over 


three hundred delegates, said to repre- 
gent cichty per cent. of the wealth of 
the island, being present, several of 
the speakers insisted that the Presi- 
dent, the Marquis of Apeztecui, should 
explain his conduct and utterances, as 
published in the newspapers of Mad- 
The Marquis, in a speech of two 
hours‘ duration, satisfactorily explained 
matters and denied the accuracy of the 
newspaper publications tn Madrid. In 
all, twenty-seven speeches were made 
against autonomy, all the speakers 
agreeing that autonomy will not bring 
peace to the island, as proved by the 
protests of the members of the Cuban 
junta of New YoYrk, and the recent 
dvath of Lieut.-Col. Ruiz and five other 
Spanish commissioners who have been 
killed by the insurgents. 

Sefior Santos Guzman, former presi- 
dent of Congress, touched upon” the 
patriotic sentiments of the Spanish 
people, and referring to President Mc- 
Kinley’s recent message to Congress, 
he protested against it. alleging that 


it was offensive to Spain, to Gen. 
Wevyler and the Spantsh army, and 


holding that it indicated probable early 
intervention, a “warning to a most 
haughty nation which will not permit 


a humiliation.” 


Sefior Guzman succeeded in unify- 
ing the opposing factions in the party. 


thus avoiding the disruption that had 


been encouraged by the reformists. 
Sefior Guzman submftted a motion, 
which was unanimously approved, ex- 
pressing confidence in President Apez- 
tegui and the Executive Committe, and 
confirming the political platform of the 
party, which is essenttatly Spanish and 
Centralist, as against home rule, and 
withdrawing completely from political 
struggles, while authorizing the Execu- 
tive Committee to determine when the 
condition of the country and the gen- 
eral-in-chief demand the party’s ser- 
vice.

ORANGES IN DEMAND. 


IMPROVING MARKET FOR CALI- 
FORNIA FRUIT AT NEW YORK, 


Florida Season Nearly Ended, 
Sicily Lemons Driven Out of the 
Market by Native Fruit, a No- 
ticeable Decline in Receipts Be- 
ing Reported. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 
NEW YORK, Dec. 21.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The Journal of Commerce 
says the new season in California 
oranges has now fairly opened. Twelve 
carloads of California navels were sold 
at auction today and about the same 
quantity yesterday. The quality of 


' the fruit is being improved almost ev- 


ery day, both as to color and sweetness, 
so where a week or ten days ago the 
oranges Were greenish and almost sour, 
they are now suitable for consumption 
and are attractive. 3 

The Florida season is nearly ended, 
and after New Year's the receipts will 
be decidedly smaller than they have 
been. It is estimated that 250,000 boxes 
will cover the Florida crop the present 
season, and there will be double that 
quantity next season, though consider- 
ably larges estimates a@re also given. 
Receipts of Jamaica oranges have been 
much lighter this season. It is said 
that there will be comparatively few 
Valencia oranges coming to this mar- 
ket this season, owing to injury to the 
crop, and the Sicily crop is much 
smaller than that of last year. 

The increasing competition of Cali- 
fornia. lemons in the South and West, 
and, in fact, throughout pretty much 
the whole interior of the country, has 
undoubtedly kept many orders out of 
this market, but there is not enough 
California fruit this year to explain 
wholly the depression in’ Sicily lemons, 
though the time is probably not far 
distant when native fruit will supply 
most of the markets of this country.

CABINET MEETING. 


Determination to Uphold the Civil 
Serviee 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—Today’s 
Cabinet’ meeting was devoted almost 
entirely to a discussion of the opera- 
tion of the civil-service law. The res- 
olution adopted by the Senate last Fri- 
day, calling upon the executive heads 
of the several departments of the gov- 
ernments concerning the application 
of the civil service to their depart- 
ments and for an expression of their 
opinions as to what, if any, modifica- 
tions ought to be made in it, was the 
subject directly under discussion. All 
of the members of the Cabinet were 
present, except Secretary Alger, and 
there was no dissent from the opinion 
that the civil-service law should and 
would be upheld. The principle of the 
system, in the opinion of all, must be 
maintained, but there was some differ- 
ence of opinion as to the extent of its 
applicaion. 

In connection with the Senate reso- 
lution, it was pointed cut that in some 
of the departments, not only those of 
the State and Navy, comparatively few 
changes could be made that would be 
an improvement upon present condi- 
tions. In some other departments ex- 
ception to the operation of the law, in 
the opinion of the Cabinet members, 
ought to be made. Some positions they 
reported would be included in the 
blank order of President Cleveland that 
might or might not have been in- 
cluded. Such cases are isolated here 
and there in several departments. In 
the judgment of the heads of the de- 
partments it would be quite proper for 
the President to modify Mr. Cleve- 
lands order. 

While the system was pretty thor- 
oughly discussed, it can be said upon 
the authority of three members of the 
Cabinet that nodefinite pclicy was out- 
lined, beyond a determination to main- 
tain the principle of the civil-service 
law. No effort was made today to adopt 
a reply to the Senate that would em- 
body uniformexpressions of opinion. It 
islikelythat each member of the Cab- 
inet will prepare his reply ‘inhis own 
‘way, embodying such suggestions as 
he may deem proper, the replies to be 
well within a definite scheme to be out- 
lined later. 


TROUBLE BREWING, 


A Clash of Authorities Anticipated 
in Indian Territory.

WAS TIRED OF LIVING. ' 


ALEXANDER B. CAMPBELL JOINS 
HIS WIFE AND CHILD.

Took Morphine Because He Was 
Tired of Being Alone—Had Once 
Before Attempted Suicide in 
Los Angeles—Had a Remarkable 
Career, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

CHICAGO, Dec. 21.—Alexander B. 
Campbell, an aged Spiritualist of Rush- 
ville, Ind., committed suicide at a 
Clark-street hotel last night. He took 
morphine and was dead when: found. 
He had written a long letter to the 
Coroner, and made a will bequeathing 
his few valuables to relatives. 

The suicide was about 65 years of 
age. He came to the hotel December 
4, and registered from Santa Monica, 
Cal. He attempted recently to kill 
himself in Los Angeles, Cal. Failing, 
he returned home. His relatives and 
friends thought him of unsound mind. 
He was examined by the authorities 
and released as sane. His letter to 
the Coroner is in part as follows: 

“T, Alexander B. Campbell, make 
this statement. My death will be 


caused by morphine, which I deliber-. 


ately take with suicidal intent. This 
purpose was fully formed when I left 
Rushville and came to this city. The 
reason why I take my life is because 
I want to go to my wife and boy. I 
cannot live without’ their companion- 
ship. First, my boy was killed, then 
Lizzie died, and since then I have 
wanted to die also. I attempted sui- 
cide in Los Angeles. I did not take 
enough of the drug. I went back to 
Rushville. They thought me insane 
because I claimed that my wife was 
with me always. She is with me now 
and helping me. I do not care to live 
such a life) What few things I leave 
in my room may be sent to my brother, 
George W. Campbell,.at Rushville. I 
bid all my friends good-by. 

[Signed] “A.B. CAMPBELL.” 

A dispatch from Rushville, Ind., says 
Gen. Alexander Benton Campbell, who 
committed suicide in Chicago last 
night, had a remarkable career. He 
was the son of a Christian ‘minister 
and was born in this county 56 years 
ago. Ten years ago he was the lead- 
ing Republican of Kansas and Adju- 
tant-General of that State. He was 
first prison chanlain at Leavenworth, 
Kan., then Adjutant-General of the 
Grand Army of the Republic and: later 
Adjutant-General under the Governor. 

He was a fine speaker and lecturer 
and was the possessor_of a fortune of 
$100,000, when an accident occurred 
that ruined his life. It was the sad 
death of his 9-year-old son, who was 
killed by the street cars in Topeka. 
He lost his property and with his wife 
went to Los Angeles, Cal., where she 
died three years ago. This last be- 
reavement preyed so heavily on Camp- 
bell’s mind that for a long time he was 
thought to be insane and was confined 
in an asylum, but was subsequently 
released. Coming back to Indiana, he 
began the practice of law in Rushville 
and stumped Rush and surrounding 
counties last fall for Maj. McKinley. 

The Campbell family are descendants 
of Alexander Campbell, the founder of 
the Disciples’ Church. Wood Campbell, 
manager af the Star Theater at Cleve- 
land; Rev. Walter 8S. Campbell and 
Editor George W. Campbell are broth- 
ers of Gen, Campbell. 

LOCAL HISTORY. | 

Gen. A. B. Campbell’s career in Los 
Angeles dates from August, 1394, when 
he arrived from Kansas and entered 
at once actively into campaign work 
for the Republican county and Con- 
gress tiekets. He was a very effective 
stump speaker and stumped not only 
Los, Angeles county, but the whole 
Sixth Congress District, contributing 
no little to the splendid Republican 
victory of that year, After the elec- 
tion, Gen. Campbell settled down to 
the practice of law, at which he seemed 
to prosper until the death of his wife, 
something over a year later. From 
that time his mind began to show 
evidences of being unbalanced. 

His first vagary manifested Itself in 
a course of dissipation, which surprised 
his friends, as he had been, previous.:, 
very abstemious. The first evidence 
of his weakening intellect made in 
public, was at the Memorial day ¢x- 
ercises at Simpscn Tabernacle in 1896, 
when he was the orator of the Cay. 
His cration was a brilliant one, but 
the vehemence of his manner of de- 
livery alarmed oft tne audience, 
causing them to question his ecnity. 
Shortly after this he became violently 
insane and was judged of unsound 
mind by Judges Smith and Van Dyke, 
who committed him to the asylum. at 
One of his illusions was 
that his dead wife was always with 
him. Previous to his incarceration in 
the asylum, he tried to commit su'‘c'de 
by taking morphine. Upon that occa- 
sion he left a note for Coroner Camp- 
bell, who was his personal friend, giv- 
ing the same reasons for his desire 
to die as in his note to the Coroner 
at Chicago, at his final taking off. 
Fortunately, a physician was rooming 
at the same house where Gen. Camp- 
bell was living when he took the mor- 
phine, and his life was saved. 

After a few months’ treatment at 
Highland, Campbell was discharged as 
cured. He returned to Los Angeles 
and once more entered the arena of 
politics, his aspiratfon being to secure 
the Republican nomination for Super'or 
Judge. In this he failed, and at the 
county convention in Music Hall he 
made something of a sensation by in- 
velghing against one of his succes:ful 
rivals. He spoke repeatedly at Re- 
publican rallies during the succeeding 
campaign, in the fall, ef 1896, but his 
friends noted with pain that he was 
erratic in his remarks and for that 
reason he was kept in the background 
as much as possible. After the ¢lec- 
tion he went East, and his friends 
here heard Jittle of him, until his 
tragic death in Chicago, as related in 
the: foregoing dispatch.

DETERMINED 


NATIONAL CAPITAL SHOCKED 
BY A SUICIDE. 


Miss Herbert, Daughter of the Ex- 
Secretary of the Navy, Kills 
Herself. 


JUMPED OUT OF A WINDOW. 


HAD PREVIOUSLY SEVERED AN 
ARTERY WITH SCISSORS. 


Tragedy Due to Acute Melancholia, 
Caused by an Accident Two 
Months Ago, When Her 
Spine Was Injured. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—Miss Leila 
Herbert, daughter of ex-Secretary of 
the Navy Herbert, died at her home in 
this city this morning as the result of 
a fall from the third story of her home 
on New Hampshire avenue, in the most 
fashionable part of the city, just off 
Dupont Circle. The sudden death 
and tragic features surrounding it were 
a great shock to the circle of friends 
she had made in the course of her 
life in Washingtonasthedaughter of a 
popular Representativein Congress from 
the South, and later, one of the Cabi- 
net circle of ladies, when she presided 
[over her father’s household during the 
four years he was Secretary of the 
Navy under the last Cleveland admin- 
istration. 

Her death was traceable indirectly to 
an accident while horseback riding in 
Virginia last September. She always 
had been enthusiastically fond of 
riding, and while paying a_ visit 
rode a horse that had not been 
home, rode a horse that had not been 
broken. It. stumbled, and she was 
thrown violently to the ground, sus- 
taining severe injuries tu her back. 
She was brought bac« to Washington; 
but recovery was exceedingly slow, and 
it was not until last Sunday that she 
was able to go out of tne house. On 
that day she went driving for the first 
time since the accident, and Dr. W. 
W. Johnson, the attending physician, 
noticed considerable improvement. 

This morning she “was” unusually 
bright and cheerful, and chatted 
animatedly with her married sister, 
Mrs. Micou, who made her home with 
the ex-Secretary and his daughter. It 
has been Miss Herbert’s custom for

Shortly be- 
fore 10 o’clock she dressed to go down 
stairs, but instead of descending went 
to the rear room of the third story, 
from which she fell, sustaining inju- 
ries that caused her cGeatn before Dr.

The death was re- 
ported to police headquarters as a case 
of suicide, due to melancholia and 
temporary aberration of the mind as 
the result of long illness. 

Miss Herbert was the eldest of ex-

was a charming figure in Washington 
society. She came with ner father to 
Washington when he was elected to 
Congress, and at once took charge of 
his household, making the § Herbert 
home one of the most attractive and 
comfortable in Washington from the 
spirit of true southern hospitality that 
gave it an atmosphere of its own 
among fashionable homes. 

When her father became Secretary of 
the Navy.in President Cleveland’s sec- 
ond administration, Miss Herbert was 
called on to take her place in the cir-

cle of Cabinet ladies, where she met 
with success in the heavy social respon- 
sibilities placed on her. Socially she 
was exceedingly popular, and her. pres- 
ence was sought at all gatherings. Her 
social triumphs here, were repeated in 
Europe, where she went to attend the 
great naval demonstration at Kiel. 

Within the past year she has not 
enjoyed robust health, but this only in- 
duced her to redouble her devotion to 
outdoor sports -and exercises, and it 
was while regaining her health by out- 
door riding that she met with the ac- 
cident that indirectly resulted in her 
death. 

This afternoon the following author- 
ized statement was made by a gentle- 
man familiar with all of the facts: 

‘Miss Herbert, at the time of the 
occurrence, was suffering from acute 
melancholia. It developed several 
weeks ago as the final result of in- 
juries received by being thrown from 
her horse last spring. The melancholia 
Was not insanity in the sense of being 
accompanied by delusions. At the time 
there was profound depression. As is 
always the case in this type of disease, 
there was danger that suicidal ten- 
dencies would develop. For this rea- 
son nurses were provided to maintain 
the closest watchfulness. No suicidal 
tendency developed, however, until yes- 
terday, when, for the first time, Miss 
Herbert made an attempt to get out of 
the window, but was restrained by the 
nurse. This led to additional caution, 
and two nurses alternated in constant 
watchfulness. She was at all times 
rational, quiet and gentle, and it was 
supposed the disease would yield to 
treatment, 

“Early this morning, the nurse on 
duty noticed & small spot of blood on 
the bedscoverings. She inquired what 
it meant, but the invalid endeavored to 
pass it by lightly. On making an in- 
vestigation, however, the nurse found 
that the under bed clothes were sat- 
urated with blood and that Miss Her- 
bert had severed the artery of her wrist 
with a pair of scissors. Feeling that 
the emergency was great, the nurse 
hastened to the door and gave an 
alarm. In this momentary withdrawal 
from the bedside, Miss Herbert leaped 
out and sprang from the window. The 
plunge was made head foremost, so 
that she lighted on the top of her head 
on the pavement. This alone was suf- 
ficient to have caused her death from 
concussion of the brain, and it was 
doubtless the immediate cause. <A cur- 
sory examination indicated that the 
skull was fractured. The severing of 
the artery would also have resulted 
fatally. When the physician reached 
her, Miss Herbert was still breathing, 
but died about an hour after the !eap.” 

The Coroner returned a verdict of 
suicide during temporary insanity. As 
the facts in the case were clear, he 
decided that an inquest was unneces- 


sary. 

EX-SECRETARY INFORMED. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—Ex-Secre- 
tary Herbert reached Washington at 
10 o’clock tonight, havmg been on his 
way from Alabama spend. the 
Christmas with his family when the 
news of his daughter’s death met him 
on the train. The funeral will be 
held tomorrow, and the remains will 
be taken to Montgomery, Ala., for 
burial beside Miss Herbert’s mother.

Lorimer last night.

None of them, 
however, can offer the advantages that 
Chicago will be able to place before the 
government when the time shall come.” 

Lorimer added that the manufacture 
of armor plate would not be the only 
industry connected with the plant.

DURRANT’S ATTORNEYS STILL 
FULL OF RESOURCES. 


Governor to Be Asked to Grant a 
Commutation of‘the Sentence to 
Life Imprisonment, 


ANOTHER TRIAL THE OBJECT. 
A CHANGE OF VENUE TO BRE ASKED 
FOR TAESDAY. 
North-bound Passenger Train De- 
railed Near Madera—Brains of 


‘ Insane Patients Thrown 
Away. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT RNEPORT.] 
SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 21.—Attorney 
Louis P. Boardman today announced 
what the basis of the appeal to the 
Governor would be in the case of The- 
odore Durrant. The attorneys for the 


condemned man realize the serious 


predicament in which they find them- 
selves, and while it is very apparent 
that they themselves have little hope, 
they will use every endeavor to pro- 
long their client’s life. 

The Governor will be asked to grant 
a commutation of the death sentence 
to life imprisonment, and the prin- 
cipal ground upon which the appeal is 
to be made will be a review of the co- 
relation of the Blanche Lamont case 
with that of Minnie Williams. In other 
words, according to Mr. Boardman, 
the Governor will be asked to request 


the District Attorney to bring the Min- 


nie Williams case to trial, and the at- 
torney thinks that a trial of that case 
will show the real murderers and re- 
sult in the acquittal of Durrant. 

Mr. Boardman said the arrangements 
for prosecuting the appeal to Gov. Budd 
would be made in a few days, but it 
had not been decided whether Mrs. 
Durrant should make a personal appeal 
or not. 

Another surprise came in the Durrant 
case this afternoon, when the attor- 
neys for the condemned man filed a 
notice with the District Attorney that 
they would, on next Tuesday, go before 
Judge Bahrs again and ask for a 
change of venue from the recent order 
of sentence, on the ground that Bahrs 
was prejudiced and that he had denied 
Durrant his rights of citizenship. P

CROPS AND CLIMATE, 


Frosts Nearly Reached the Danger 
Point—Rainfall Deficient. 
[ASSOCIATED PRES* DAY REPORT.} 
SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 21.—The fol- 
lowing summary of the crop and cli- 
mate conditions throughout the State 
for the week ending December 20, has 
been compiled by the officials of the 

Weather Bureau: 

Continued cold, dry weather, with 
heavy and, in some localities, injur- 
ious frost has characterized the week. 
The temperature without exception has 
been below the normal for this time 
of the year. In the valleys of the 
State the minimum temperatures have 
been about or below the freezing point 
for three mornings. The rainfall has 
been deficient everywhere except in 
th northwestern Coast counties, where 
the rainfall has been generous. In the 
great valleys and in all the country 
south of the Tehacepi, the _ rainfall 
has been far below the normal. 

On Wednesday morning warnings 
were sent by the Weather Bureau of 
the liability of fost on Thursday 
night that would prove injurious to 
citrus fruit; and on Thursday, Friday, 
Saturday and Sunday warnings: of se- 
vere frost and the necessity of active 
and continued measures for protection 
were issued and widely distributed. 
The frosts of December 3, 4 and 5 very 
nearly reached the danger point, and 
the effects were probably to a consid- 
erable degree minimized by smudging. 
At the time of going to press it is 
not known whether or not the efforts 
of orange-growers to smudge and pro- 
tect their fruit have been very gen- 
erally successful during the present 
frosts. The conditions were probably 
two or three degrees colder than on 
December 4. 

SANTA CLARA’S FREEZE. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 

SAN JOSE, Dec. 21.—Santa Clara had 
another severe frost and shau'p freeze 
last night. The temperature tumbled 
to 23 deg., and in the lowlands’ along 
the creeks southwest of town, to 20 
deg. Pumps and waterpipes about 
town were frozen tight in many cases, 
though not broken. It is agreed that 
it has been vears since such severe 
cold continued so many days. At 11 
o’clock today the frost still remained 
on the north side of buildings where 
the sun could not reach it. There is 
some haziness about the atmosphere, 
which betokens a rising temperature. 
While cold, no harm is being done, and 
the frost will hold back the buds on 
the fruit trees. 


“REBEL GEORGE.” 


That Unreconstructed Individual 
Locked Up in San Francisco.

George Knowlton, alias “Rebel

ROBBER IN RED. 


Shoots a Butcher’s Employee at 
Oakland—Flying Took. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
OAKLAND, Dec. 21.—A_ robber, 
masked in red, marched Into William 
Cron’s butcher shop at Fifth avenue 
and 
shot Louis Brudschi because he showed 
fight ai the intruder’s demand,to throw 

up his hands. 

Twice the command was given be- 
fore Brudschi or his employer, Cron, 
realized that the matter was not a joke. 
Then Brudschi, who was near the: rob- 
ber half turned and seized a butcher's 
steel from-the counter behind him. 
The would-be robber fired one shot 
from the pistol he had been holding at 
arm’s length. As he shot, Brudschi 
threw the steel, and as the man backed 
out of the door, Cron sent a cleaver 
flying after him. 

Brudschi got a pistol and fired several 
shots at the fleeing man without effect. 
The former was hit by the first shot, 
but the wound is not dangerous. 


THREW THEIR BRAINS AWAY. 


Bergstein Had Little Regard for 
Dead ‘Patients’ Bodies. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

RENO (Nev.,) Dec. 21.—The Board 
of Commissioners for the care of the 
insane of the State of Nevada, inves- 
tigated the charges of Henry Wood 
yesterday. Wood charged that Super- 
intendent Bergstein was in the habit 
of throwing the brains of deceased pa- 
tients on whom he held autopsies, into 
the Truckee River. ; 

He also charged that Dr. Bergstein 
kept a corpse last summer until, a 
bunch of maggots the size of a hen’s 
egg made its appearance in one of the 
closed eyes. Wood succeeded in prov- 


ing his charges; in fact, Dr. Bergstein 


admitted telling an attendant at one 
time to throw the brains in the river. 
Dr. Bergstein maintained that it makes 
no difference what disposition is made 
of one’s body after dissolution. 


‘LINDA VISTA DISTRICT, 


It Will not Be Disorganized by 
Carlos Olivera. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


SAN DIEGO, Dec. 21.—In the Supe- 
rior Court today Judge Torrance ren- 
dered a decision of considerable im- 
portance to persons in irrigation dis- 
The action was entitled ‘‘The 
People by the Attorney-General on the 
Relation of Carlos Olivera against the 
Linda Vista Irrigation District.” 

The action was brousgat to have the 
district disorganized, and the grounds 
for complaint were various alleged ir- 
regularities in its formation. To all 
of these the defendant demurred. 
This demurrer Judge Torrance today 
sustained, holding that the action was 
barred, first by the statute of limita- 
tions. and second by the decree of the 
Supreme Court upholding the validity 
of the Wright law, under which the 
Linda Vista district was organized. 


APPROPRIATIONS NEEDED. 


To Improve the Sacramento gnd 
San Jonrguin Rivers. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SACRAMENTO, Dec. 21.—A _ large 
number of delegates from counties bor- 
dering along the navigable waters of 
the Sacramento and San Joaquin rivers 
met in convention in the Senate cham- 
ber of the State Capitol at 2 o’clock 
this afternoon. The questions consid- 
ered by the convention were how best 
to present to Congress evidence of 
the commercial importance of the Sac- 
ramento and San Joaquin rivers and 
to make arrangemnts to impress upon 
Congress the necessity for increased 
appropriation to improve the naviga- 
bility of these streams. 


WANTS THAT DREDGER. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
W. M. Cutter of Yuba offered a reso- 
lution that in the cpinion of the con- 
vention the auditing board to the 
Commissioner of Public Works was 
highly censurable for failing to try to 
carry out the provisions of the law 
under which it was created, for the 
purchase of a dredger, and demanding 
that the Governor take such action 
as will secure a speedy .performance 
of the provisions cf the act. He said 
the law plainly specified that the ap- 
propriation was made for the construc- 
tion of one or more dredgers, and that 
the board had no right to set up its 
opinion as to whether or not it was 
best to build dredgers, but should carry 
out the wishes of the people as ex- 
pressed by the Legislature. If members 
did not wish to fulfill the provision of 
the law they should resign. He be- 
lieved in talking plainly, and said that 
the convention should say what it 
thought of the outrage on taxpayers 
who had put the money into the treas- 
ury. 
'H. J. Corcoran, chairman cf the 
auditing board, said he would not vote 
to build the dredger, as there was no 
use of using up the appropriation in 
that way and having nothing left to 
do the work with. He thought the 
current of the river could be utilized 
largely to scour out. the channel by 
means of wing dams and jetties. | 
Forbes of Yuba thought the resolu- 
tion not strong enough, and that the 
board should be removed from office. 
The resolution was referred to the 
Committee on Resolutions, which re- 
ported a much milder substitute, ana 
a substitute for the whole was offered 
by R. T. Devlin and adopted, to the 
effect that it was the duty of the board 
to buy cr build a dredger of the larges1 
capacity required by the act, and that 
it be urgently requested to do so. 
The convention adopted the report of 
the Committee on Memorial. reciting 
among other things, that the whole 
country had profited largely by the 


gold dug from the soil of California,’ 


and could consistently be called on to 
appropriate money to repair the dam- 
age done to-the valley in taking cut 
the gold. 

A resolution by Mr. Devlin was also

THEY DIDN'T LYNCH. 
Colfax, Wash., Gets Over Its Scare. 
Lights Shining. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

COLFAX (Wash.,) Dec. 21. — The 
town was greatly excited last night, 
and everybody expected a lynching 
to take place. The night before, a 
of sixty men had gathered in 
an old slaughter-house, ‘two miles from 
town, for the avowed purpose of lynch- 
ing the murderers of Orville Hayden 
and Jack Leonard, also confined in 
the same jail, under sentence of death. 
But fcr some reason tha movement 
was abandoned for the night. 

Last night a hundred men were on 
the streets momentarily expecting the 
appearance of a mob. At midnight 
the electric lights went out, and it 
wes thought this was a trick of the 
mob to put the town in darkness, but 
it was afterward learned that it was 
caused by some defect in the machin- 
ery. After an hour the lights started 
up, and the crowd disappeared. 

Tonight the town is quiet, and lit- 
tle talk .of lynching is theard. The 
murderers of young Hayden will be 
given a preliminary hearing Friday. 


SCHUCKMAN ON HAND. 


Station Agent at Keswick 
Tackles Two Robbers,

REDDING, Dec. 21.—Two masked 
men attempted to rob the Southern Pa- 
cific Company’s station at Keswick to- 
night, but they were driven off by the 
station agent, L. Schuckman, who 
shot one of the robbers and drove off 
the other.

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EXPEDITION. 


AN EMPTY 


GOES TO TIBURON ISLAND DUT AC- 
COMPLISHES NOTHING, 


Pieces of the Schooner World 
Found —Only a Few Indians 
Were Seen, and They Had No 
Trouble in Escaping. 


[NY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 
NEW YORK, Dec. 21.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] A Sun special from Her- 
mosillo, Mex., says that Capt. Pedro 
Silva of the Mexican army, who was 
commissioned by the government to 
visit Tiburon Island and_ investigate 
the recent massacre of a crew that 
landed there, has returned to Guaymas 
and forwarded his report to the Secre- 
tary of War. He says: 

“We came across rancherias, but all 
were empty and no signs of their hav- 
ing been occupied for several days 
were found. However, near one of the 
rancherias we discovered pieces of 
burnt wood, which, upon examination 
proved to be board from the sides of 
the vessel World, and on these pieces 
of wood the words ‘World, San Diego,’ 
could be read. 

“Other small objects were found 
buried in the sand, and near one of 
the huts a pair of shoes of American 
make and half worn was discovered. 
All of these objects were turned over 
to the District Judge, and the explor- 


“ing party continued toward the ranch- 


eria known as ‘EF! Tecomote,’ but noth- 
ing of importance was discovered, and 
in order to call the attention of the 
troops accompanying the expedition, I 
ordered them to set the huts on fire. 

“Near Tecomote we came across some 
Indians, but as they were well ac- 
quainted with the mountain trails, they 
ran away and we lost sight of them. 
All through our expedition we did not 
find any clew that might lead us to 
the discovery of the assaulted Ameri- 
cans.”’ 


OUR DOCKING FACILITIES. 


Senate Committee Recommends a 
Considerable Incrensac. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—Senator 
Hale. Chairman of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Naval Affairs, was in con- 
ference today with Secretary Long, 
with reference to the proposed legis- 


lation for increasing the docking fa- 


cilities of the country. The confer- 
ence related especially to the advisa- 
bility of substituting floating for fixed 
docks at some points where docks are 
contemplated. There are some places 
Where docks are considered desirable, 
but at which steadfast structures are 
net believed to be pracrtcat. Algiers, 
La., is one of these points, and it is 
practically decided that if any . dock 
shall be placed there, it will be a float- 
ing one, made of steel. The estimates 
of the Navy Department, so far as 
made, are favorable to the steel struc- 
tures on the point of economy, but all 
the figures have not been completed. 

- Senator Hale said, after leaving the 
department, that the general dock 
question would be taken up in earnest 
by the Congressional committees after 
the holidays, and he expressed confi- 
dénce that legislation on the general 
lines of the department's plans would 
be secured during the present session. 


He thinks that the continuing contract 
system will be adopted in preparing 
for the work, so that the immediate ap- 
propriation required will not be com- 
paratively large.

BANCROFT FIRED ON. 


Apology Demanded and Received 
from Turkey by Our Minister. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Dec. 21. — [By 
‘Atlantic Cable.] It appears that when 
the U.S.S. Bancroft arrived at Smyrna 
on the night of December 2, she was 
greeted with a blank-cannon shot and 
rifled bullets from the fort of Yeni- 
kale. A boat from the warship sent 
to ask for explanations was fired upon 
and compelled to return. 

Thereupon the American admiral 
lodged a protest with the United States 
Minister here, Dr. Angell, with de- 
mand for the punishment of the guilty 
parties and an apology from the Turk- 
igh government, which was given Sun- 
two Turkish offi- 
cers were dismissed and sentenced to 
a week’s arrest.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—The Navy 
Department received news of the fir- 
ing on the Bancroft today from the 
State Department, which had been in- 
formed through Minister Angell at 
Constantinople of the outcome of the 
incident. The matter was not re- 
garded as of great importance. In 
fact, several instances have occurred 
within the memory of naval officers 
stationed at the department of just 
such arbitrary efforts to enforce vexa- 
tious regulations which are common 
to Oriental seaports. 

A similar rule is applied at Havana, 
where the guns of Moro Castle do not 
hesitate to fire at any vessel passing 
in or out after nightfall, and the Rus- 

sians established a similar rule 
(though more liberal in scope,) at 
Viadivostok, the great Pacific fort- 
ress, after the guards had awakened 
one foggy: morning to find that a large 
British squadron was lying under the 
guns of the forts, having entered un- 
seen in the night. 


THE TERRISS FUNERAL. 


Immense Crowd and Numerous 
Floral Tributes Were Features. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 
LONDON, Dec. 21.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The funeral of William Terriss, 
the actor, who was stabbed to death 
Thursday last outside the Adelphi The- 
ater by a super named Prince, took 
place today at Brompton Cemetery. 
There was an immense crowd present. 
The principal mourners were the two 
sons of T<rriss, Me. and Mrs. Sey- 
mour Hicks, (the latter the daughter of

The floral tributes were numerous,

croft, Sir Henry Irving, A. W. Pinero, 
Mr. and Mrs. Kendal, Mrs. Langtry, 
Arthur Beurchier, E. S. Willard, John 
Hare, George Alexander and other the- 
atrical notabilities. The funeral pro- 
cession was composed of over one 
hundred carriages. At the cemetery 
about fifty thousand people assembled. 
All the leading theatrical people of 
London were present. It was the most 
remarkable demonstration of sympathy 
in recent years.

WILL HAVE TO BORROW. 


NO MONEY YET FOR AUSTIN COR- 
BIV’S DAUGHTER, 


Petition for the Payment of Her 
Two Legacies Denied by the 
Surrogate, This Ucing a Bad 
Time to Sell Bonds, 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 

NEW YORK, Dec. = 21.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The Surrogare of Suffolk 
county, Long Island, has handed down 
a decision denying the application of 
Mrs. Anna Corbin Borrowe to compel 
the executors of her father's estate to 
pay her two lagacies. Mrs. Borrowe 
‘is the wife of Hallett Alsop P. Borrowe, 
and daughter of the late Austin Cor- 
bin, president of the Long Island Rail- 
road Company. The will left his two 
legacies, one of $7500 and the other of 
$60,000, with which to purchase a house. 
It was to compel the executors to pay 
these legacies that iirs. Borrowe 
brought the matter to the attention 
of the Surrogate. 

The executors stated to the Surro- 
gate that they could not give the lega- 
cies as the estate consisted mostly 
of bonds and stocks, which, if sold at 
the present time, would not bring their 
full value. 

None of the attorneys or interested 
parties was present in court when the 
decision was rendered. Mrs. Borrowe 
will now have to wait, with the otaer 
legatees, until the estate shall be 
divided by the executors. 


MURDERED FOR INSURANCE. 
Accomplices in the Act Committed 
for Trial, 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 
NORRISTOWN (Pa.,) Dec. 21.—The 
hearing of Charles Clemmer and Eliza- 
beth K. De Kalb, the alleged accom- 
plices of Charles O. Kaiser, in the 


murder of his wife, Emma P. Kaiser, 
October 19, 1896, took place’ before 
Magistrate Lehandit today. Mrs. 


Kaiser was shot while riding with her 
husband on a lonely road near here. 
The alleged motive of the crime was tc 
secure $10,000 insurance on her life. 

Kaiser has been sentenced to death. 
Miss De Kalb, the notorious woman 
in black, went to the stand and _ told 
the story of her life and the plans of 
the conspirators. Her story was of a 
startling nature and most damaging 
to Clemmer. -She told of a plan which 
Clemmer and Kaiser had agreed upon 
for getting Mrs. Kaiser out of the way. 
This was to chloroform the woman 
and then set fire to the bed. This 
plan, she said, was not carried out be- 
cause Kaiser lost his nerve. Miss De 
Kalb told of several carriage — rides 
she had with Mrs. Kaiser, the major- 
ity of which were planned by Clem- 
mer. Her story of the drive that 
ended jin the murder was thrilling, and 
was attentively listened to. 

The commonwealth will probably al- 
low her to enter a plea of accesory 
to the act. It was impossible to con- 
vict Clemmer without Miss De Kalb’s 
evidence, hence the abandonment of 
the original intention to prosecute both 
as principals. 

Telling of tthe drive on the night of 
the murder, Miss De Kalb said that 


on the night of the murder of Mrs. 
Kaiser she was informed that Mrs. 
Kaiser was to be shot and = slightly 


wounded so that some money could be 
realized on the policy held by her 
against accidents. 

Miss De Kalb said she and Clemmer 
rode in a carriage some distance be- 
hind the carriage in which were Mr. 
and Mrs. Kaiser. The Kaiser. carriage 
was stopped in the road and she and 
Clemmer drove up to within a ‘short 
distance of it. Clemmer alighted and 
went forward. <A few moments later 
she heard shots fired and Clemmer 
drove back to Norristown. They took 
a train for Philadelphia. 

Clemmer confessed to her that he 
had killed Mrs. Kaiser. Clemmer told 
her that Kaiser held his wife’s arms 
while he (Clemmer) shot her. They 
left for Philadelphia next day. 

Upon conclusion of Miss De Kalb’s 
testimony, she and Clemmer Were com- 
mitted for trial at the March term, of 
the court. 


THREATENED TO KILL. 


Dr. Helmbold’s Son Locked Up as In. 
sane at London.

DECEMBER WHEAT DEALS. 


. D. Armour Catls His Share There- 
in a Mere Incident. 

[ASSOCIATED NIGHT REPORT. ] 

CHICAGO, Dec, 21.—A mere inci- 
dent, I assure you. We are now prac- 
tically out of the whole matter. We 
have a little wheat yet to deliver; the 
necessary bushels are ready for deliv- 
ery when the proper time approaches 
for the filling of these comparatively 
small cuts:anding contracts, and there's 
an end to the affair, so far as we are 
concerned,” 

Thus, with choice terseness, does P. 
D. Armour definé his position in these, 
the closing days, of one of the biggest 
Wheat deals that has marked the his- 
tory of the Board of Trade. Joseph 
Leiter, his opponent, is just as calm 
and confident in his expressions as the 
big provision man, 

“Mr. Armour sold wheat,” he de- 
clared, “and I bought of him. That is 
all. There was no battle. It was a 
common, almost elementary business 
transaction. I, shall cell the wheat 
which I have purchased when the need 
of the foreign markets demands it. I 
shall sell at a profit, and that’s the 
closing chapter of my part of the 
story.” 

These statements, coming from the 
principals in the December wheat deals, 
have caused much comment in Board 
of Trade circles. Will Joseph Leiter 
make a profit on the round 4,000,000 
bushels of wheat which has been placed 
in his hands by the provision man is 
now the question. The report is g0- 
ing the rounds that the whole affair 
was productive of results indicating a 
big Armour-Leiter combine. In many 
minds this rumor was given credence. 
The manipulation of the local market 
by Leiter agents pulling the’ wires 
from the Liverpool end was_ recited 
over and over. This idea, however, is 
ridiculed by the majority of traders, 
Some members of the board say that 
Leiter has secured 5,000,000 bushels of 
the cereal. Others place the figures as 
high as 15,000,000, while the more con- 
servative are willing to admit that 
half the latter amount is nearer the 
correct estimate. Leiter asserts that 
just as much of this will go abroad as 
the foreign market calls for, if “they 
pay him the price.” 

“Some folks on the board think TI 
can’t transport grain eastward by rail 
without a loss, do they?” said Teiter. 
“Well, possibly they can 't, but I'm will- 
ing to play out my end of the game 
along my own lines, and I may differ 
from these prophets considerably.” 


INTERCHANGEABLE TICKETS. 


Warm Day in the Central Passenger 
Association’s Meeting. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

CHICAGO, Dec. 21.—There will be 
two interchangeable mileage tickets 
hereaftér in the territory of the Central 
Passenger Association. One of the tick- 
ets will be good for transportation on 
trains when presented and the other 
will be good when offered on trains. 
The meeting of the committee lines to- 
day to consider the interchangeable 
mileage ticket matter was very warm, 
and lasted all day. It was evident that 
no agreement could be reached and 
the Vanderbilt lines accordingly gave 
notice that they*s would issue a ticket 
of their own, which would be good for 
transportation when offered to the con- 
ductor. 

A number of the roads of the com- 
mittee will follow the lead of the Van- 
derbilt lines and it is likely that the 
ticket of the Vanderbilt roads will be 
accepted by about ten of the lines 
in the committee, the balance of the 
lines. continuing to use the old tickets. 
It is not certain at what date the 
Vanderbilt roads will be able to get out 
their tickets, but it is expected that 
they will have them for sale by the 
first of the year, or within a short 
time after that. 

The freight officials of the Central 
Freight Association met today to dis- 
cuss the rate situation. It is generally 
agreed that the situation is very bad 
and that there is a strong probability 
that it will be found necessary to re- 
duce rates in the near future and 
keep them down if the roads running 
east from Chicago are to handle as 
large a percentage of the business 
as in the past. The greater part of 
the freight that has passed through 
Chicego to the East within the last 
year has been at cut rates. Contract- 
ing agents say that it is impossible 
to maintain local rates as long as the 
through rates are demoralized. The 
meeting today considered the practi- 
cability of separating the two classes 
of rates so that they would have no 
bearing upon each other. Very little 
progress was made, 


TOOK MORPHINE. 


Young Chiengo Man Attempts Sui- 
cide at Denver.

CATTLE INFECTED. 


Secretary Wilson Calls Atténtion to 
Californin and Western Stater, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGH® REPORT] 

WASHINGTON, Dec, 921.—Secretary 
of Agriculture Wilson has issued a 
circular to railroads and transporta- 
tion companies notifying them that 
a contagious and infectious disease 
known as Southern fever exists among 
cattle in the region south of a line 
beginning at the northwestern corner 
of California; thence east, south and 
southeasterly along the boundary cf 
California’ southerly along the western 
line of Arizona; thence along “the 
southern boundaries of Arizona and 
New Mexico, northerly to Colorado, 
akong the southern border of Colorado 
and Kansas, Missouri and Tennessee, 
to Virginia and along. the northern 
boundary of Virginia to the Atlantic 
Ocean. 

From January 15 to November 15 of 
each year no cattle are to be trans- 
ported from south of this line to any 
portion of the United States, either 
by boat or rail, except for immediate 
slaughter. In the course of transpor- 
tation they shall be fed and watered 


separotely from other cattle and on 
reaching their destination, before 
slaughter, shall be igolated.. Cars car- 


cattle shall be placarded. 
pens, ete., in which 
these cattle have heen, shall be dis- 
infected. Notice is also given that 
cattle infeated with southern cattle 
tick disseminate Texas fever and when 
originated outside the districts men- 
tioned shall be considered and treated 
as infected cattle. 

The above is the general quarantine 
line fixed by the Agricultural. Depart- 
ment, but by special orders Secretary 
Wilson has accepted the quarantine 
lines for California, Texas, Oklahoma, 
Tennessee, Virginia and North Caro- 
lina, fixed by those States, and they 
are adopted by the department for 
the period beginning January 15, 1898, 
and ending November 15, 1898. These 
lines in each instance except certain 
territory, ere inclosed in the general 
order.

“JUMPING”’ CUR HOG. 


The Frerch C hambe? of Deputies In- 
creases the Tarif? Duties. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.]J 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—The action 
of the French Chamber of Deputies yes- 
terday in passing a government bill in- 
ereasing the duties on hogs, hog prod- 
ucts, lard, etc., is regarded as retalia- 
tory in effect against the United States. 
For some time negotiations have been 
proceeding between France end this 
country toward making a reciprocity 
arrangement. They came.to stop 
recently when the authorities here 
asked as a condition of such an agrce- 
ment that France woud raise its re- 
strictions against American cattle and 
meat products. The French Ambas- 
sador, M. Patenotre, communicated 
with his government, but no reply was 
given. He was soon after directed to 
return to Paris where he is now in 
conference with the French authorities. 
No word has bcren received as to the 
purpose of France since the Ambassa- 
dor left, but the action of the Chamber 
of Deputies yesterday when the raise 
of duties on certain meat products was 
put through by the Premier, M. Meline, 
leads to the conclusion that the French 
policy will not be toward abolishing 
the restrictions, but toward increasing 

their stringency. 

The figures of the foreign bureau of 
the Agricultural Department shows 
that American exports to France on the 
one article of lard reached $1,773,342 
pounds last year.

GEORGE W. SMALLEY STARTLES’ 
A SOCIAL GATHERING. 


The London Times Correspondent 
Tells the New Engtand Soctlety 
of Brooklyn That Foreign Powe 
ers Will Combine Against Us. 


[ASSOCTATED PRESS NIGHT NEPORT.] | 


NEW YORK, Dec. 21.—The New 
England, Society of Broclyn held its. 
Venteenth annual dinner tonight in 
celebration of the two hundred and 


seventy-seventh anniversary of the 


landing of the Pilgrim. Thomas S. 
Moore, president of the society, pre- 
sided. At his right was Frank S. 
Black, Governer of the State. and at 
his left Senator Hawley of Connecti- 
cut. The chief speaker of the evening 
was Gov. Black. Senator Hawley fol- 
lowed. in response to-the toast, “The 
plain people.” 

George W.:Smalley, correspondent of 
the London Times, spoke on “New and 
old England,’ and he caused a sensa- 


tion by his handling of the diplomatie 
relations between this country and the 
countries on the other side of the 
water. He referred to Cleveland’s 
Venezuelan message, and declared that 
England had shown a great deal of 
forbearance in this affair. He declared. 
also that the continental , powers had 
come to think of us as a menace to the 
peace of the world, instancing the in- 
terferance of the United States in the 
Venezuelan question, the attitude of 
the United States toward Turkey in 
connection with the Armenian affairs 
and Turkey's wars with Greece: its ate 
titude with reference to Hawaii, and 
lattefFly the strong sentiments that 
have been expressed by the American 
people against Spain’s war in Cuba. 

He said that so strong were the feel- 
ings entertained by the continental 
powers against this country, that there 
was certain to be a combination to op- 
pose any action that the United States 
government might attempt to force 
compliance with its wishes, and asked 
if it might not be well, under such cir- 
cumstances, for the United States to 
get ag close as possible to England, the 
coldest New England. 

Senator Hawley took ceccasion, when 
the excitement had subsided somewhat, 
to say that he was extremely ‘sorry 
that Mr. Smalley had so misunderstood 
his own country, an expression which 
was loudly applauded.

[Tacoma Ledger:] A member of the 
Seeteh Society returned from Klondike 
several days ago. Old experts he met 
there told him it was the greatest strike 
in gold the world has ever known, 
Gold will be carried out by the ton ig 
the spring.

There are no stone and brick houses, 
no mills. Everything has yet to be 
built, and he worked as a carpenter 
putting up a window and sash face 
tory for $150 qa week. Unskilled worke- 
men receive 390 a week. He was there 
four months. He did not try for gold, 
but his wages paid his fare there and 
back and left him $800 to bring home 
He left fearing provisions would run 
short. 

A meeting was held to lower wages, 
but as 5090 men had to be sent down 
to meet the provisions, it could not be 
done. And it was agreed that wages 
would remain as they are for six years 
to come. 

As all men rush for gold, none care 
to work. It is also said that the rush 
for gold all over the world is so great 
that farming will be neglected and a 
famine will follow shortly. Gold, gold 
everywhere, but no food to buy. Let 
the farmers take this Klondike warne 
ing and produce all they can to meet 
this famine.

RUSSIA AND JAPAN. 

Mail and telegraphic advices to 
Tres from the Orient tend more and 
more to confirm the very frequent be- 
lief in well-informed circles that a war 
between Russia and Japan is one of 
the certainties of the near future. The 
probabilities are that the opening of 
hostilities is not many months in the 
future. Both nations have been making 
active preparations for the struggle 
which each regards as inevitable. The 
recent seizure of Port Arthur by the 
Russians, and the systematic steps by 
which Russia has gained ascendancy in 
the affairs of Korea, are merely pre- 
liminary to the coming conflict. It -is 
not improbable that hostilities will 
open in the early spring or early in the 
summer. Such appears to be the gen- 
eral expectation, and both nations are 
making active preparations to meet the 
emergency. 

Japan, since the close of the war 
with China, has made enormous prog- 
ress in the strengthening of her war 
effective on land sea. She has pur- 
chased first-class modern battleships 
from the leading western nations; and 
while a considerable number of these 
ships are still in course of construction, 
her available navy compares with the 
navies of some of the powerful western 
nations. She has equipped her land 
forces with the best implements of 

warfare that money could supply. In 
the matter of food supplies,camp equip- 
age, and all other campaigning appli- 
ances, the Japanese forces are equal to 
the best armies of Europe. As regards 
personal courage, there are no better 
fighters in the world than the Japanese, 
To the dogged courage of fatalism they 
superadd the courage of intense pa- 
triotism, which laughs at death as a 
mere incident, and has sublime faith 
in the ultimate destiny of Japan to 
rule the Eastern World. Opposed by 
such a foe, Russia will certainly not 
find it.an easy matter to do as she 
pleases in the East. 

But the Czar has not counted with- 
out his host. The Muskovite is no no- 
vice in the art of war. Plans have been 
carefully laid, and the difficulties of the 
impending conflict have not been under- 
estimated. The completion of the great 
Transsiberian railway will make it pos- 
sible for Russia to transport troops by 
the hundreds of thousands to the seat 
of war, and to Keep these forces sup- 
plied with all necessary fighting mate- 
rial. Immerse orders for canned goods 
and other food ‘supplies have recently 
been placed in the United States, 
which will serve to maintain the Rus- 
sian forces indefinitely, even if their 
natural base of supplies were cut off 
for atime. All obtainable information 
goes to show that Russia is well pre- 
pared for the conflict, and that she 
will prosecute the war with unrelent- 
ing vigor. 

What will be the outcome of this 
irrepressible conflict between the Oc- 
cident and the Orient? No man can 
foretell. Will it be confined to the 
two nations, Russia and Japan? Or 
will the war contagion spread until 
it embroils all Europe? Will the great 
powers of Europe stand quietly by 
and permit the chief contestants ta 
fight to a finish, or will they intervene 


on the one side or the other? If. 


they maintain a neutral attitude dur- 


_ ing the war, will they permit the victor 


to enjoy the spoils of victory, or will 


_ they step in and demand a division 


@ 


of spoils after the victory has been 
won? .These are difficult questions, 
which can be conclusively answered 
only by the progress of events. 

There are good reasons for the be- 
lief, however, that the war which is 
impending between Russia and Japan 
is only a part of a larger programme 
which contemplates nothing less than 
the partition of Chinese territory 
among the principal European powers. 
In pursuance of this programme, Japan 
will under no circumstances be per- 
mitted to win in the conflict with 
Russia. If she should get the better 
in the fight, the other powers which 
are parties to the compact will turn 
in and aid Russia. 

The preliminary step in the pro- 
gramme is the humiliation of Japan, 
which it is proposed to accomplish be- 
fore the Japanese navy has attained 
its maximum strength, from the deliv- 
ery of vessels now under contract. 
The Chinese government has appar- 
ently entered into an agreement or a 
quasi-alliance with Russia against 
Japan, and seems to be singularly in- 


- different to, or unconscious of, the dan- 


ger which threatens it through the 
machinations of the western powers. 

In the mean time, it appears cer- 
tain that the United States, and espe- 
cially the Pacific Coast, will reap mate- 
rial benefits from the war. Both the 


belligerent nations will draw heavily 
upon us for supplies of all kinds, and 
we shall be at liberty to meet all these 

demands, so far as possible, The sup- 


plies sent out from our ports will of 
course have to take their chances of 
capture on the high seas, but that is 
no hazard of curs. We shall sell im- 
partially to either belligerent for cash, 
and shall ship at the buyers’ risk. Our 
profits will be entirely legitimate, for 
we could not avert the conflict if we 
would, 

American sympathy will probably be 
more largely with Russia than with 
Japan. Russia has on more than one 


true friend to the United States. A 
Russian victory over Japan would. in 
no wise prejudice our interests in the 
Orient. On the other hand, if Japan 
should be victorious (which is  vir- 
tually impossible, with the odds 
against her,) there would be no living 
on the same planet with the “little 
brown men.” Their heads would be 
so much enlagged that the available 
territory of the globe would be insuf- 
ficent for their accommodation: and 
in less than a score of years the Pa- 
cifie Coast of the United States would 
be confronted by a problem beside 
which the problem of Chinese immi- 
gration would be insignificant. 


PROF. LAUGHLIN’S PLAN. 

The Chicago Record outlines a plan 
for postal savings banks devised by 
J. Lawrence Laughlin, head professor 
of political economy in the University 
of Chicago, and Illinois member of the 
Sound Currency Commission. Prof. 
Laughlin’s plan, as stated by the Rec- 
ord, is in brief as follows: 

Prof. Laughlin would have the post- 
Offices made use of for the purpose of 
collecting the small deposits. But the 
work of caring for and investing the 
funds he would leave entirely to a com- 
mission. of high-grade men, to be ap- 
pointed by the President. This commis- 
sion would be to the postal bank what 
the beard of trustees is to a savings in- 
stitution organized under the laws of 
Massachusetts. It should be simply the 
agent of the depositors in handling the 
funds, and could with propriety invest 
them in other than government secur- 
ities, the same as do the trustees of 
mutual savings banks, cr as do the 
managers of life-insurance companies. 
The rate of interest to depositors 
would not be fixed, but would be what- 
ever the profits from investments made 
possible. The payment of neither prin- 
ciple nor interest, under this plan, 
would be guaranteed by the govern- 
ment.” 

There are certain features of Prof. 
Laughlin’s scheme which are not likely 
to commend themselves either to Con- 
gress or to the public at large. The 
idea of making use of the postcffice 
“for the purpose of collecting the small 
deposits” is in accord with all plans 
for the establishment of postal sav- 
ings banks, and is in fact, an essential 
part of such a system. Beyond this fun- 
damental feature there is little in 
Prof. Laughlin’s plan which entitles it 
to be called a postal savings-bank sys- 
tem. The establishment of a commis- 
sion, high-grade cr otherwise, to have 
charge of the pecple’s savings, and to 
invest them in such securities as the 
commissioners might see fit, seems like 


an unnecesary and not altogether a 
safe ),innovation. These funds could 
easily be handled by the Treasury De- 
partment, without the aid of a commis- 
sion, through the accredited agents 
and officials of the Postoffice Depart- 
ment. A few extra clerks and book- 
keepers might be necesary, but the one 
thing that would not be necessary 
would be a commissicn, either of high 
or low grade, We have not yet reached 
a period in our national history where 
government by commission is neces- 
sary. The regularly constituted auther- 
ities are capable of caring for the ma- 
chinery of government, and the addi- 
tion of postal savings banks would not 
add to the burdens of official duty to 
such an extent as to necessitate the 
creation of an extra-cfficial conimis- 
sion. 

Furthermore, under Prof. Laughlin’s 
pian, the rate cf interest paid to depcs- 
itors would be an unknown quantity, 
dependent upon the luck or skill cf the 
commissioners in investing the funds 
to advantage. It is hardly necessary to 
point out the serious objections to this 
feature of the scheme. The uncertainty 
as to the rate of interest to be paid 
would virtually destroy the marketable 
nature of the ‘certificates cf depcsit, 
and thus would render them practi- 
cally non-transferable. This element of 
uncertainty would also tend to discour- 
age the investment of savings. Most 
depositors would prefer to invest their 
savings in an institution guaranteeing 
a definite, though low, rate of interest. 
to taking the chances of profitable in- 
vestment by a commission. The value 
of the so-called posta) savings banks 
waald thus at ome stroke be practically 
nuified. 

inally, under Prof. Laughlin’s plan, 
“the payment of neither principal nor 
interest would be guaranteed by the 


government,”’ Now, one of the funda- 


occasion proved herself a good and‘ 


mental merits of a postal savings-bank 
system properly established under gov- 
ernment auspices would be the guar- 
anty of the nationai government that 
both principal and interest would be 
paid in full. The absence of such a 
guaranty would emasculate and render 
abortive any plan bearing the name of 
a postal savings-bank system. The 
guaranty cf the government is all-es- 
sential. Without such guaranty, the 
scheme would become, in effect, a pri- 
vate banking enterprise, nominally but 
not in reality under’ government aus- 
pices. The government, in receiving 
and accounting for the deposits, 
through the postoffices would be do- 
ing mest of the hard work, without 
deriving any advantage from the han- 
dling of the money. 

Prof. Laughlin’s scheme seems ut- 
terly impracticable. What the people 
need is an absolutely safe medium for 
the deposit of their small savings, at a 
definite rate of interest. There will be 
no great objection if the rate of inter- 
est be low, provided the deposit is 
known to be absolutely safe, and the 
payment of interestcertain and regular, 
The government could safely guaran- 
tee 2 per cent. on all deposits, and even 
that rate would be satisfactory to the 
public, if the credit and honor of the 
government were back of the enter- 
prise. The surplus funds could be re- 
loaned at rates which would reimburse 
the government for all its expenses. 
And no doubt a considerable amount 
of the public debt could be refunded to 
advantage in low-rate bonds issued 
against the postal savings bank depo- 
sits, | 

At any rate, if we are to have postal 
savings banks—and public sentiment 
is no doubt strongly in favor of the 
establishment of such banks—they 
should be directly under government 
supervision, and not in the hands of a 
commission of any kind. The success of 
such banks would depend chiefly upon 
the guardianship and responsibility of 
the government. Without such guar- 
dianship and responsibility they would 
be a rank and dismal failure.

SOUTHERN COMPETITION. 


to Reduce Wages, 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
FALL RIVER (Mass.,) Dec. 21.—In 
a formal communication to their em- 
ployés, the manufacturers state that 
the conditions of the cotton-cloth trade 
are such that the mills of Fall River 
find it impossible to dispose of their 
output at prices which will admit of 
any return whatever on the capital in- 
vested, and that a reduction of wages 
is imperative. They state that the 
labor laws of Massachusetts have ren- 
dered it impossible the mills to 
pay the present wages and manufac- 
ture at a profit. The Massachusetts 
mills, with hours of labor limited by 
law to fifty-eight hours a week, are 
forced to compete with southern mills, 
Which run from 66 to 72 hours weekly, 
and in some cases run day and night. 
The cost of labor in the southern 
milis is much lower, the manufacturers 
contend, and the southern mills have 
additional advantages in water-power, 
taxes, cheap transportation and cheap 
cotton, as weil as lenger hours of 
labor. The Massachusetts manufac- 


modern mills, containing more jim- 
proved machinery. The sentiment of 
the employés is said to be in favor of 
resisting the reduction.

HOTEL GUESTS ESCAPED IN THEIR 
NIGHT CLOTHES. 


A Pantie Ensued That Fortunately 
Resulted in No Loss of Life. 
Very Little Insurance on the 
Magnificent Property.

KANSAS CITY, (Mo.,) Dec. 21.— 
The Auditorium, the largest and finest 
amusement place west of Chicago, and 


the Auditorium Hotel, one of the most 


fashionable of family hostelries in the 
situated at Hoimes and Ninth 
streets, were gutted by the fire that 
Was reported in these dispatches this 
morning. The 105 hotel guests es- 
caped in safety, although many were 
compelled to leave the building in their 
night clothes. The loss on the entire 
property, which is owned by Alexander 
Fraser, a local business man, will ag- 
gregate $450,900. The aggregate in- 
surance amounts to but $85,000. Owing 
to a high insurance rate, a great deal 
of the insurance had been allowed to 
lapse. 

The fire originated in an unoccupied 
room on the sixth floor of the theater, 
and resulted from the crossing of elec- 
tric light wires. It we=> first noticed 
by Night Clerk Haak, who turned in 
an alarm at 1:12. Haak immediately 
woke the guests. They include many 
families and children of all ages, and 
the greatest confusion ensued. For a 
time it seemed that the flames would be 
confined to a single story, but after 
the fire had apparently been centrolled, 
it burst forth again, and defied all ef- 
forts of the firemen. Many of the 
guests, assured after the first alarm 
that the fire would not spread, returned 
to their rooms. 

Delay in getting a continuous stream 
on the fire, however, emxoled it to get 
beyond the firemen’s control. The 
flames spread rapidly aiong the tier 


of rooms on.the fifth and sixth floors, 


and soon communicatea with the hotel 
through the small apertures in the 
fire wall, which separated it from the 
theater. Once in the hotel, the flames 
were beyond control. Excitement 
broke out. among the guests afresh, 
and a hurried scrambie to save their 
personal effects ensued. . Everything 
available was pressed into. service as 
receptacles for the valuables, and be- 
fore the guests had beu:: ordered from 
‘he building a second time, the bulk of 
their belongings had been carried out. 
More timid ones who had fled from 
their rooms in their night clothes at 
the start were given quarters in a 
neighboring hotel. 

In the theater the Woodward Stock 
Company, which had seen rne stand- 
ing atiraction since the reopening of 
the playhouse last October, managed to 
save the bulk of its property. 

Superintendent Pellitier of the insur- 
ance patrol refused to allow his men 
to enter the building to spread tar- 
paulins, and all efforts of the firemen 
were confined to the outside. Luckily 
the structure stood alone, and at no 
time was surrounding property threat- 
ened. The firemen worked heroically, 
but within a few hours both theater 
and hotel had‘ been gutted, the bigger 
part of the roof had fallen in and 
about one-third of the west wall of the 
hotel had collapsed. 

The Auditorium was built in 1886 by 
Col. George W. Warder, at a cost of 
$350,000. It. was named the Warder 
Grand :Operahouse, and was opened by 
Booth and Barrett. After a brief but 
unsuccessful career, Warder traded the 
property to George W. Henry of Chi- 
cago. Henry reopened the theater, 
but it again failed to pay expenses. 
In 1896 the National Bank of Omaha 
purchased the property, and, installing 
John P. Slocum, a well-known eastern 


theatrical manager, the house was run

for a season in the most 
metropolitan style. After 


failure the bank tradea the property 
last October to Alexander Fraser, and 


the latter leased the property to Pax- 
Fraser expended 
$92.000 in improvements and repairs on 
both hotel and theater. Paxton & 
Burgiss presented the Woodward Stock 
Company and a list of first-class spe- 
cialties at prices of 10 and 25 cents. 
The plan proved a decided success, and 
for some time the Auditorium has been 
a paying property for the first time 
since its inception. 

Later in the day the aggregate loss 
sustained, almost entirely by Fraser, 
was placed at between $300,000 and 
$350,000. The total insurance amounts 
to $70,000.

CARTRIDGES WENT OFF. 


Great Smashing’ of Glass in the Ar- 
buckle Coffee Building. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


NEW YORK, Dec. 21.—An_ eight- 
pound dynamite cartridge exploded in 
the rear of the Arbuckle coffee build- 
ing in Brooklyn tonight. Nearly five 
thousand panes of glass in the neigh- 
borhood were shattered, and that the 
explosion was not attended by loss of 
life is remarkable. The explosion was 
heard twenty blocks away. 

The dynamite cartridge was to have 
been used tomorrow in blasting a huge 
rock that obstructed an artesian well 
Which is being drilled. It had been 
frozen and had been placed in an iron 
pipe, wrapped with paper, to thaw out. 
John Gallagher, a workman, 
thrown fifteen feet in the air, but es- 
caped injury. The entire damage will 
not exceed $5000. 


Firemen Swallowed Smoke. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 21.—Fireman Mar- 
tin J. Oakley was killed tonight at a 
fire which started in Woodbine in the 
basement of a _ five-story tenement 
house on East Fourteenth street. Oak- 
ley was suffocated by smoke and es- 
caping gas. Assistant Fireman Thomas 
Head, James Davis and Peter Don- 
nelly of the same company, were ren- 
dered unconscious by inhaling smoke 
and gas, and were with difficulty re- 
moved. They are in hospitals and 
their condition is serious.

| INSUFFICENT POSTAGE 


Prevents Foreign Mail from Leaving 
the Country. 


[Kansas City Star:] “At this holi- 
day season a great many presents are 
being sent to foreign countries, said . 
postoffice official today. “They are, 0 
course, Christmas remembrances for 
relatives or friends, but many of them 
never reach those for whom they are 
intended. For, if mistakes are made 
in the mailing of these packets, they 
must be sent to join the dead letters 
at Washington. Some take it for 
granted, without investigating, that the 
same rates of postage which exi t 
throughout his country will be suffi- 


the world. In this they are wrong, for 
nothing from the United States in’ the 
form of merchandise, except bona fide 
trade samples, is admissable into for- 
eign lands at less than the letter rate 
of postage. A:man, for instance, may 
send one shoe to Europe at the ordi- 
nary merchandise rate; but if he should 
send a pair of shoes, the letter rate 
of postage must be paid. 

“There are some people who believe 
if they succeed in dropping a package 
into the mail box at the postoffice it 
will be sure to reach the person to 
whom it is addressed, so frequently 
they do not trouble themseves to in- 
quire the amount of postage they 
should pay, but depend upon the recipi- 
ent to make good any deficit. 

“Packages to foreign countries are al- 
ways carefully examined before they 
leave the office and if the proper pos- 
tage has not been paid, their journey 


dress of the sender of such a package 
is written on the wraper, he is noti- 
fied, but if his name cannot be found, 
and it frequently happens that such is 
the case, the parcel is forwarded to 
the dead-letter office.” 


Quick Work on a Flagship. 


[New York Tribune.] One effect of 
“hurry orders’ at the navy yard is 
shown by a piece of work on the flag- 
ship New York. Early last week or- 
ders were received to retube her boilers, 
and only eight days were allowed in 
which to take out the old tubes, put in 
the new ones and prepare them for in- 
spection. The magnitude of this task 
will be seen when it is known that 
there are 5400 tubes of steel, each about 
six feet long, an inch and a half in 
diameter, and three-sixteenths of an 
inch thick, to be taken out, and the 


cut off with chisels, and the fire ends 
of the new ones flared, or expanded, 
and then set in place, in much the 
same manner that the steel plates of a 
ship are calked, the edges being headed 
to the front sheets of the boilers. Chief 
Engineer Farmer and Chief Boiler- 
maker O’Rourke set one gang of men 
cutting out the old tubes and another 
preparing the new ones, and in two 
steady streams the wornout tubes be- 
gan coming down the gang plank of 
the. flagship, and the new ones going 
up. The firerooms of the cruiser were 
the busiest places in the yard for a 
few days, but watchful eyes at each 
end of the lines kept things moving, 
and it was announced Saturday that 
the time limit would not be exceeded, 
unless something unforeseen happened. 
This is one of the quickest pieces of 
work done by the engineering force, 
and shows that even with a shop and 
tools about fifty years behind the re- 
quirements of a thouroughly equipped 
machine shop, the yard can do good 
work and lots of it on a pinch. 
Another piece of work which has ate 
tracted attention from outside machin- 
ists has been the making of the turn- 
ing gear for the engines of the Chi- 
cago. These are ponderous pieces of 
“worm gearing,’ and their manufac- 
ture, with the facilities of the shop, re- 
quired a lot of ingenuity. Chief 
Farmer and his men took a piece of 
one machine, a section of another, some 
more of a third, a, fragment of a fourth, 
put them all together, and then, at a 
cost to the government of less than 


would have cost in the open market 
more than double that sum.* One of 
the trade papers was so much inter- 
ested in this work that it sent a repre- 
sentative to the shop to examine the 
work and get a detailed description of 
how it was done. 


Gas in the Slot. 


[Chicago Record:] Over in London 
the gas companies have introduced 
‘“‘penny-in-the-slot’’ meters with great 
success. There are said to be nearly 
75,000 in use, most of them in tenement 
houses, and the receipts from. this 
source alone reach nearly $1,000,000 an- 
nually. It is a measure of economy both 


for the companies and for the consum- 


ers. The later do not have to pay for 
leakages, and can buy théir light as 
they need it for a penny, while at the 
same time they cannot cheat the com- 
panies by jumping their gas bills or 
make trouble by disputing the charges. 
The meters are so arranged that the 
weight of a penny when dropped into 
the slot opens a valve and releases 27 
feet of gas. An ordinary burner con- 


“gumes about five feet an hour, so that 


this allowance will last five and one- 
half hours, which is about as long as 
needed. The same amount of gas is suf- 
ficient to cook an ordinary breakfast 
or dinner, and used as fuel is a great 
economy and convenience.: This ar- 
rangement is causing a great many 
gas cook-stoves to be introduced into 
apartment houses and tenements, and 
their advantage can be appreciated, 
particularly in the summer, and in 
flats where there is no storage-room 
for fuel. 


Not So Bad After .All. 


[New York Sun:] There are, it is 
estimated, 300,000 miles of highway 
roads in the United States, about 20 
ped cent. of ,the roads of all the 
world. Great Britain has 120,000 miles 
of roadways and these are some of 
the best in the world. Germany has 
275,000 miles of roads, and some of 
them are as poor as the roadways of 
a great country can be. France, which 
has taken an enlightened view of the 
good-roads question for many years, 
and has spent by government or local 
authority more than $1,000,000,000 on 
highways, has a road mileage of 330,- 
000, more than any other country. Ruse 
sia, With an enormous area, has only 
70,000 miles of roadways, while Italy, 
a smaller country, has 55,000.

ALL ALONG THE LINE, 


The school board of Pomona is to be 
commended for its final action, in 
which it sustained the executive 
branch of the department in its efforts 
to maintain reasonable discipline in the 
school.

and compilation of statistics, Sessions 
have been held during the year in 
many sections of the country, aS well 


as in Washington. Charges and yrac- 
carriers were inquired into. 
Hindrances to reguiation and checks 
upon enfercement of the act have re- 
suited largely, if not chiefly, from the 
discoveries and decisions of the courts 
giving to the act an interpretation con- 
trary to the general understanding of 
its scope and purposes. 

IMPORT AND EXPORT RATES. 

Mention is again made of the effect 
of the import-rate decision of the Su- 
preme Court, requiring that competi- 
tion arising in foreign countries or on 
foreign seas must be considered and 
given proper weight in determining the 
proper relation or rates on import and 
domestic traffic carried between the 
same points in this country. The 
freight cost of reaching our various 
ports from the same foreign port, as 
well as the ec st of bringing goods to 
any one of our ports from every for- 
eign port, is unequal, free from legal 
restraint, and ever varving, and effect 
and proper weight cannot he given. to 
competition arising out of such condi- 
tions. Since that decision, carriers 
change rates on import traffic as ocean 
charges vary, without regard to in- 
land rates, discriminations, or prefer- 
ences, and in disregard of any legal 
requirement to charge the same rate on 
import traflic to all persons. The car- 
riers also apply the ruling of the Su- 
preme Court in the import-rate cose 
to their export traffic, without regard 
to rates mentioned on freizht to the 
Seaboard cities ‘or Gomest.c use. 
Transportation abuses are thus nade 
easy, and convenient ineans afforded 
of giving rebates on domestic geods 
under pretext of carrying for export, 
The commission is unable to reccm- 
mend any practical rule or additional 
legislation other than that’ import 
traffic shall not be carried within the 
United States at other than the inland 
tariff governing other freights, and 
Congress is again appealed to for ap- 


propriate legislation. 


POWERS OF THE COMMISSION, 

The misunderstanding of the com- 
mission, the Court of Appeals, and in 
the Supreme Court itself in regard to 
the ruling of the Supreme Court in the 
social-circle case as to the power of 
the commission to prescribe rates, is 
Stated; and the later decision of the 
Supreme Court, one Justice dissenting, 
that the commission can only find and 
report what was wrong in the past 
and cannot prescribe rates for future 
observance by the carrier, is discussed. 
The commission recites what the act 
provides as to reasonable rates and 
what duties are laid upon the commis- 
sion, and says that while the court of 
final determination declares the law as 
found in the statute, such recital shows 
why the public had believed that a 
more satisfactory. and complete remedy 
for transportation abuses was provided 
in the statute, why the commission had 
given a construction to the law which 
the court decides to be erroneous, and 
Why additional legislation should be 
enacted. Carriers may now establish 
their Own rates and judge for them- 
selves what are reasonable and just, 
independent of any regulating author- 
ity. The power of the commission over 
future discriminations and preferences 
is also affected. Without authority to 
make the first three sections of the law 
effective in the future, practically all 
the commission can do is to inquire into 
Wrongs done in the past and report 
the result to itself. A suit to recover 
excess over reasonable rates is not an 
adequate or equitable remedy. Pre- 
vention by fixing and establishing rea- 
rates in advance is the onlv 
practical legal remedy fer extortionate 
and unjust charges, and the law should 
be made so plain that neither the com- 
mission nor the courts can misconstrue 
or mininterpret its meaning.

The lack of power to preseribe maxi- 
mum reasonable rzaies affects

discriminations in rates between indi- 
Viduals, cammodities, r localities. 
Here the tiider, insted@atof the con- 
sumer or ppoducer, fis More often af- 
fected, and4as large elles interests 
are often involved, there would be no 
lack of a complaint to prosecute. 
Usually the only way to correct the 
discrimination is to change the rate, 
and there can be nothing in the way of 
reparation for wrong done in the past, 
particularly where the case is one of 
relative rates to different localities, 
under the undue-preference clause of 
the law. The commission having no 
power to prescribe a rate for the fu- 


ture, it may follow that it cannot fix 
a differential as between related 
charges, and this should be covered 


by any legislation had upon this sub- 
ject. One class of discriminations the 
commission never had power to cor- 
rect, even when it assumed authority 
to prescribe maximum rates. Such 
discriminations arise where service for 
competing localities is rendered by 
different and independent lines, as well 
as by a comnfon line. Competition by 
a line reaching only one of the places 
often prevents compliance by the 
others. The most bitterly contested 
cases before the commission are of this 
character, Here it is necessary’ to 
have power to. fix the minimum as well 
as the maximum charge. While such 
power would practically never be exer- 
cised, it should exist, in order to se- 
cure observance of differential rates 
required under the third section and 
to prevent undue preferences. 

the commission is given power to 
fix a rate, how are its orders to be 
made effective, and what is the atti- 
tude of the courts toward such orders? 
The commission considers the law as 
laid down by the Supreme Court in the 
cases of the Minnesota and Texas 
Railroad Commissions, ane points out 
that opportunity for judicial inquiry 
as to whether rates fixed by State 
legislatures or commissions are rea- 
sonable must be afforded and is pro- 
vided for in the State statutes, except 
in California, where the Federal court 
has held the statute unconstitutional. 
Under decisions of the courts these 
propositions can be safety afiirmed: (1) 
Congress may fix rates directly or 
through the agency of a commission. 
(2) Whether rates so fixed are just and 
reasonable is a judicial question, and 
the carrier can not be deprived of the 
right to raise that question at some 
time and in some form. (3) Under 
the Constitution, the power of Federa} 
courts is confined strictly to determin- 
ing whether the rate is reasonable, and 
they can not go further and determine 
what would be reasonable. 

If the rate is fixed by a commission, 
the right of judicial inquiry may be 
secured by proceedings to directly re- 
view the order fixing the» rate. Most 
of the decisions have been rendered 
since the Interstate Commerce 
was passed. <A case before the com- 
mission proceeds exactly: as it would 
proceed in court, but its order now 
amounts to nothing. The carrier in- 
curs no penalty or loss if tt Cnooses to 
disobey. In a suit brought in court 
to enforce the order, the testimony 
must be entirely retaken, and neither 
party is confined to what was done be- 
fore the commission. The court usually 
décides upon a different state of facts, 
and when it refuses to enforce the 
order it apparently decides that the 
order was wrong, though upon the facts 
before the commission it may have been 
absolutely right. Some effect should 
be given to the trial before the com- 
mission. The present procedure tends 


and*is grossly unfair to it, and com- 
Plainants who appear before it. The 
d“lay involved in an attempt to enforce 
an order of the commission in the 
courts is unjust and often fatal to 


has*been four years. The power of a 
regulating body, however limited, 
should be capable of immediate appli- 
cation. 

The carrier has now nothing to lose 
and everything to gain by continuing 
to charge the excessive rate. Shippers 
are also deterred by the delay from 
bringing complaintd, for while ‘the 
case is pending the carrier may ruin 
the competing shipper in various ways. 
Ifethe commission could grant speedy 
relief this would not happen. An emi- 
nent circuit judge, afterward on the 
Supreme bench, once said that this 
commission was a new adjunct of the 
Circuit Court, for the purpose of in- 
forming that tribunal whether some al- 
leged violation of the law required its 
judicial investigation. In some sense 
the commission discharges, by dele- 
gation, the functions of Congress. 
What would be thought if an act of 
Congress should provide, “If any c'ti- 
zen of the United States feels that this 
law should be obeyed, he may apply 
to the Circuit Court, and if that court 
is of the opinion that it ought to have 
been enacted in the first instance, it 
may enforce it.’ Subject to such re. 
view by the courts as may be thought 
proper, the order of the commission 
should be conclusive upon all parties 
concerned. 

JUDICIAL REVIEW. 

The great bulk of orders by the 
commission must be orders fixing either 
maximum or minimum rates for the 
future and the power of the courts 
would be confined ‘to vacating them. 
The orders of the English commissicn 
are only reversible as to questions of 
lew, but it might not be inappropriate 
to provide that orders of. this commis- 
sion should be reversible by the court, 
both upon the law and the facts. The 
right to appeal should be exercised 
within the time limited. The testi- 
mony before the commission should be 
the record before the court, and the 
court should fnstruct the commission 
to. take and send up any additional 
testimony found necessary. Penalties 
should be provided for disobedience 
sufficient to make compliance certain. 
Provision should also be made for 
application to the court to enforce the 
order by mandatory process. The prob- 
lem of regulation is important and 
delicate, but the necessity for regula- 
tion is universally recognized. It is 
resorted to in nearly every civilized 
country, and most of our States have 
adopted some such measure. 

The act to regulate commerce was 
passed in obedience to popular de- 
mand and to remedy admitted evils, 
and the experience of ten -vears has 
demonstrated the necessity and justice 
of such an act. As that law has been 
interpreted, there can be no effective 
reculation of interstate carriers, and 
if this is to be, the act must be 
amended. A tribunal which can stand 
for justice and fairness between these 
carriers and the people must have 
power to fix a maximum rate, to fix 
a minimum rate in certain instances, 


and its orders must mean something. 
When amended in these respects, it 
would not have the strength it was 
originally understood to have. but it 
would possess some force and weu'd 
he a beginning to which additions 
could be made as necessity for them

LONG AND SHORT HAUL,

The practice of charging Jess for the 
longer haul, so that more, and often 
two or three times more, was charged 
for the short haul, because of compe- 
tition at the longer-distance point, be- 
came so general before the act was 
passed, and was felt to be such a gross 
abuse, that there was a very general 
sentiment in favor of putting a stop to 
it, and che fourth section was enacted. 
But it was thought best to authorize 
the commission to permit carriers, in 
particular cases of hardship, to charge 
less for the longer distance. The 
words “similar circumstances and con- 
ditions” in our act took the place of 
“same circurstonces,” which had been 
defined as part of the English act to 
refer entirely to the carriage of the 
goods, and nat to competition; and no 
inglish court has ever yet held that 
those words os‘used in the section con- 
taining them relate to competition. 
After our act was nassed, the English 
act was amended so that the commis- 
Sion and courts there might consider 
competition in cases of undue prefer- 
ence; but it was understood, when the 
interstate commerce law was enacted, 
that the meaning then given to “same 
circumstances” in the English act 
would be applied to “similar circum- 
stances and conditions” by our own 
courts. 

This abundantly appears from the 
fact that the companies which after- 
ward united upon the opposite con- 
struction at first anplied to the com- 
mission for relief. Competition is the 
only reason why a carrier would desire 
to charge less on the same traffic to 
the more distant point, and if that 
justifies the lower long-haul charge 
there is nothing left for the saction ta 
fact unon; it also does away with any 
necossitv for application by .carriers 
for relief under the proviso. It is 
hardly correct to say that the Supreme 
Court disapproved of ‘the views of 
the commission, for, sq far as appeors 
from its oninion, the court never took 
pains to inform itself what the posi- 
tion of the commission had been. It 
did decide, however, that railway com- 
petition creates the necessary dissimi- 
layity in circumstances and conditions, 
and this virtually nullifies the fourth 
fsection. The railroads quickly under- 
stood the effect of the decision, for 
within five days after the Supreme 
Court read its opinion ‘the Transmis- 
souri Freight Bureau (which appears 
to be a lineal descendant of the Trans- 
missouri Freight Association, not- 
withstanding the anti-trust decision,) 
filed schedules raising rates to ‘inter- 
mediate noints over more than one 
hundred thousand square miles. 

It is helieved that in no other part 
of the civilized world is such a prac- 
tice tolerated. It was the unanimous 
opinion in 1887 that this evil required 
special legislation, and be posi- 
tively prohibited in the statute. It 
was so prohibited by the fourth gsec- 
tion, a3 the commission construed it, 
but as the court defines its meaning 
there is no _ prohibition. Unless the 
country is satisfied to undergo a re- 
currence to the practices which ex- 
isted prior to the passage of this sec- 
tion, it mvst in some form or other 
be reénacted. Two forms of amend- 
ment are suggested. 

PUBLISHED RATES. 

It is one thing to secure publication 
of the proper rate and another thing 
to secure adherence to it. Under the 
Statute it is a criminal offense for. a 
railway official to give or a shipper to 
take less than the tariff rate. At first 
it was impossible to obtain evidence 
of such rate-cutting, because witnesses 
could not be compelled to criminate 
themselves, This was cured by an 
amendment of the law, which the Su- 
preme Court held constitutional in the 
Brown case. After that decision rail- 
road managers loudly protested their 
intention to maintain rates, but it soon 
began to be charged, and even tacitly 
admitted by railway officials, that tar- 
iff rates were disregarded. In a re- 
cent investigation by the commission, 
officers of railways engaged in traffic 
to the Atlantic seaboard, who must 
have known whether rates had been 
departed from, testified without excep- 
tion, that they had in all cases been 
maintained. Nevertheless, the fact is 
well understood to be otherwise. The 
large shipper, trust, monopoly, reaps 
the benefit of these cuts. The (smal) 
shipper pays the full rate. The honest 
shipper may be prevented from doing 
business at all. The same is also true 
with carriers. As a rule they want to 
obey the law. Under existing condi- 
tions dishonest railway officials and 
dishonest shippers may compel every 
competing railway and every compet- 
ing shipper to be dishonest also, or 
withdraw from the business. -_How far 
this outrageous situation extends th 
commission has no knowledge, but it is 
certain that it exists to a considerable 
extent: and that there is pressing need 
of a remedy is not denied. The car- 
riers claim that the remedy lies in 
the passage of a pooling Dill. 

POOLING. 

As to the wisdom of this legislation 
the commission is not agreed. Pool- 
ing does not anpear to be much _re- 
sorted to in England, and under con- 
ditions there existing there is little or 
no occasion for it. But competitive 
rate agreements are made there and 
seem to be generally observed. A ma- 
jority of the commission think that 
pooling would improve the rate situa- 
tion, and the present condition is so 
disastrous that they would be inclined: 
to indorse in good faith any way out 
of it; but if pooling produces any bene- 
ficial results it necessarily does so at 
the expense of competition. By legal- 
izing pooling, the public loses the only 
protection it now has against the un- 
reasonable exactions of transporta- 
tion agencies, 

Still, in view of the whole situation, 
a majority of the commission would 
be inclined to recommend that the ex- 
pedient be tried if suitable safeguards 
are provided in advance; but this rec- 
ommendation must be taken only with 
the limitation stated. “It is too much 
the fashion of certain advocates of 
pooling to select a particular sentence 
from some report and hold that up as 
an exhibition of what its author be- 
lieves upon this subject. The mem- 
bers of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission wish to say in the strongest 
possible terms that they are unanimous 
in the eninion that to overturn the 
Transmissouri decision, to repeal the 
fifth section of the Interstate Com- 
meree Act and enact in its nlace a 
pooling bill, thereby permitting ‘and in- 
viting unlimited combination between 
carriers, Would be little better than a 
crime against the people-of the United 
States, unless this tribunal, or some 
other tribunal, is at the same time jn- 
vested with adequate. powers of con- 
trol, and that nothing less im degree 
than those outlined in this report or 
their equivalent, would be adequate.”’ 
But the commission also points out 
that Congress is not powerless to 
remedy the existing evil of rate-cutting 
without granting pooling, and _ that 
ene way Would. be to establish a super- 
vision and inspection of accounts, in-: 
cluding, When necessary the taking 
charge of one or more stations. That 
is no more rigorus than the erstem 
under which national banks exist. 
This is not now recommended, however. 
The commission does earnestly recom- 
mend that Congress undertake the re- 
vision of this entire law.. The dissent- 
ing opinion of Justice Harlan from 
the decision of the Supreme Court in 
the Troy case is quoted from as stat- 
ing the exact Situation.” While the 
commission can, in a halting fashion, 
correct some forms of discriminations, 
adjust differences between carriers and 
shippers informally, conduct investiga- 


on November § last, that this was not 
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statistical information, it has, by vir- 

tue of judicial decision, ceased to be 

a body for the regulation of carriers. 
Congress should understand this. The 
people should no longer look to the 
commission for a protection it is pow- 
erless to extend. 

DEMORALIZED. 

In an investigation concerning al- 
leged rate discrimination on grain, car- 
ried to eastern seaboard points, the 
witnesses examined all positively tes- 
tified that published rates were ob- 
served. Some practices were disclosed, 
however, which deserve consideration 
by Congress and by railway share- 
owners. Among these is the payment 
of exorbitant sums for transfer service 
by “belt lines” at Chicago and other 
westtern cities, even when delivery 
could be made directly to the con- 
necting line without transfer. This is 
done apparently for the purpose of 
cutting rates; otherwise it amounts to 
waste of revenue. Changing the destin- 
ation, but charging the lower billed 
rate, is another device. It was also 
disclosed at the hearing that roads 
leading east from Chicago to the sea- 
board had apportioned traffic to dif- 
ferent lines according to an award 
of arbitrators for the Joint Traffic As- 
sociation, and the percentages are 
given in full in the report. One road 
which turned over large amounts of 
traffic to competitors, was in the hands 
of receivers, operating under direction 
of a United. States court. In another 
case the commissioner of tthat asso- 
ciation failed to give this information 
concerning the action of the associa- 
tion managers, although he was in- 
terrogated concerning the authority of 
the managers over the roads. 

The testimony at the grain-rate in- 
vestigation was especially significant 
as to the operation of the Joint Traffic 
Agreement. Abuses from the carriage 
to the seaboard of export grain, or 
grain so called, for much less than 
rates on domestic shipments to the 
Same port are stated. One instance is 
given of grain being carried from the 
interior 'to Europe for less than was 
charged from the same points to New 
York, and on which the roads re- 
ceived 15 cents per 100 pounds less than 
they secured from the shipments cnly 
to New York. Letters showing the 
unwillingness of complaining shippers 
to furnish information concerning will- 
ful violations aré copied in the report. 
SCALPING AND CLASSIFICATION. 

The commission reiterates its con- 
demnation of this practice, and says 
that the bill which passed the House 
of Representatives at the last ses- 
sion of the last Congress seems well 
calculated to prohibit the evil. 

The report sets forth the unavailing 
efforts which have been made by the 
commission and in Congress to secure 
uniform freight classification, and 
describes what has been done by the 
carriers in that direction. Mention 
is made of the bill now pending in 
the Senate which requires the commis- 
sion to prescribe a uniform classifi- 
cation and of the indorsement of that 
bill by the National Convention of 
Railroad Commissioners. 

The commission recommends that the 
carriers be required to make and adopt 
a single classification within a year, 
and if they fail to do so that it shall 
thereupon be made and ordered by the 
commission, or that the bill now pend- 
ing in the Senate be enacted. Author- 
ity to require carriers to make through 
routes and carry at through rates is a!so 
urged. 

STATISTICS OF RAILWAYS. 

The report ineludes railway statis- 
tics for the year ending June 3), 
1896, an abstract of which has hereto- 
fore been published. Advance figures 
from the preliminary report on the in- 
come account of railways for the year 
ending June 30, 1897, prepared in the 
staiistician’s office, are also given, 
which show that the gross earnings 
of 743 railways, representing on June 
30, 1897, an operated mileage of 180,- 
127.65 miles, were $1,116,635,999. The 
operating expenses were $747,589,370, 
leaving net earnings of $369,046,629. The 
railways also received $34,166,656 from 
sources other than operation, so that 
the tcetal income for the year was 
$403,213,285. The total deductions from 
income, including in the term interest, 
rents of leased lines, taxes and other 
charges against income, were $347,335,- 
105. The dividends declared amounted 
to $57,290,579. The defic’: the 
operations of the year as reported was 
$1,412,399. 

The statistician recommends that re- 
ports should be required from express 
companies and companies owning roll- 
ing stock used on railways; also spe- 
cial reports from depot and elevator 
companies and carriers by water. He 
also calls aittention to the propcsition 
to establish a bureau of statistics and 
accounts under direction of the com- 
mission. The commission points out 
the difficulty of obtaining statistical 
reports within any reasonable time, 
through the absence of any penalty for 
failure to file them within a specified 
period. An amendment to section 20 is 
suggested. Cases decided by the com- 
mission and court decisions rendered 
are referred to, and the proceedings 
had under the Safety-appliance Act 
during the year are stated, including 
the hearing and determination of the 
commission upon the applications of 
959 operating roads for extension of 
time, within which to comply with the 
provisions which require cars and loco- 
motives to be equipped with auto- 
matic couplers and train brakes. The 
commission granted the petitioning car- 
riers an extension of two years from 
January 1, 1898. 

PROCEEDINGS INSTITUTED. 
Thirty-four cases invoiv:ng the rates 
or practices of 273 carriers were _ in- 
vestigated during the year. These 
proceedings involve charges and prac- 
tices enforced by carriers through about 
every section of the country, affect 
many and large industrial and com- 
mercial interests, and raise questions 
under all the regulating provisions of 


sending to the chamber a sample of 


cates that the regulation now pro- 
vided by Congress, ineffective though 
it may be, is nevertheless generally 
appealed to as the only existing means 
of relief to prejudiced localities and 
shippers, and that amendment of the 
law to the end that such regulation 
may be properly .enforced has become 
a public question of first importance. 
The report describes fift@en cases as 
now pending in the courts to enforce 
orders of the commission. Mention is 
made of the conviction on pleas of 
guilty of two officers of the Texas and 
Pacific Railway Company. They were 
each sentenced to pay a fine of $4000 
and costs. Unjust discrimination and 
deviation from the published rates were 
alleged in the indictment, and the 
offense consisted in providing free 
storage of cotton for a firm in. New 
Orleans. 

The report contains a summary of 
the more important proceedings had at 
the ninth convention of Railroad Com- 
missioners, held at St. Louis in May 
last, and discussing amendments and 
additional legislation, says that to 
make the act operative in accordance 
with its generally accepted objects 
and purposes and to gtve practical ef- 
fect to its first, second and third see- 
tions, which declare unjust and un- 
reasonable rates and charges to be un- 
lawful, and which in terms forbids 
unjust discrimination and undue pref- 
erences, the commission submits and 
recommends amendments to sections 6, 
15 and 16 of the act. These relate to 
the preparation, filing snd publication 
of tariffs, powers of the comission over 
rates, and proceedure in the courts. 
Amendments are also proposed for sec- 
tion 4, the long and short haul clause; 
section 20, covering the filings of an- 
nual reports; section 3, as <o through 
routes and through rates; and section 
10, the penal section. 

An amendment requiring import and 
domestic traffic to be carried at the 
same rates is suggested, but if Con- 
gress shall deem it wise to justify 
higher charges on domestic than on im- 
vorted traffic, then it is submitted that 
some provision of law be enacted under 
which it will be practicable to deter- 
mine the extent to which discrimina- 
tions through lower rates shall be 
made in favor of freights coming 
from foreign countries. Attention js.also 
called to other legislation recommended 
in the body of the report, including 
vending bills providing for uniform 
classification and prohibiting  -ticket 
brokerage. 


STRUCK BY ACAR. ‘° 


W. H. Peck Knocked Down, but not 
Seriously Injured, 

W. H. Peck, a butcher at No. 528 
Temple street, was struck by west- 
bound cable car No. 3 while crossing 
the street in front of his place of busi- 
ness about 7:30 o’clock last night. He 
was removed to the Receiving Hospital, 
where Dr. Hagan bandaged a cut over 
the right temple, and put the injured 
man to bed.

Chamber of Commerce Receives 
Prizes from Guatemala, 


The Chamber of Commerce received 
a letter yesterday from Carlton H. 
Clark, representative of the California 
exhibit at the Central American FEx- 
position held recently at Guatemala, 
stating what the Los Angeles Chamber 
of Commerce exhibit had done in the 
way of advertising products of this 
section. Mr. Clark writes that when 
he left Guatemala, the jury of awards 
was in session and a complete digest 
of their deliberations had not as yet 
been received ‘by him. ‘Tine following, 
he was informed, however, had been. 
allowed: Cudahy Packing Company, 
zold medal; James Hill & Son, a gold 
medal for pickled olives; the Southern 
California Wine Company, a silver 
medal, and the Los Angeles Chamber 
of Commerce, a silver medal for grain, 
ceréals, etc. 

Continuing, Mr. Clark writes: ‘‘There 
“was a segregation of the Chamber 
of Commerce exhibit by the judges and 
I understand uncfficially that there are 
several other awards yet to be heard 
from. It is gemerally believed that the 
awards will not consist of actual med- 
als, but of handsomely engraved cer- 
tificates or diplomas, embossed with the 
representation of the particular medal 
which is given, and just when these 
certificates will be ready, I cannot say,, 
possibly several months may elapse be- 
fore they are given out.” 

Where. practical, the exhibits were 
distributed at the close of the exposi- 
tion, among the merchants of Guate- 
mala. More or less of the Cudahy 
preducts were found on sale there. 
James Hill & Son’s olives were the 
first ripe fruit of the kind ever seen 
in that part of the country, and the 
merchants were anxious to get hold of 
them. 

The writer also stated that he was

“While Guatemala is credited with 
holding the exposition, the other four 
republics of Central America partici- 
pated, and as there was a continual 
flow of visitors from these other re- 
publics as well as throughout Guate- 
mala, naturally our exhibits, which 
were very handsome and far ahead of 
any other exhibit made in the exposi- 
tion, attracted the attention of resi- 
dents throughout Central America,”’ 

A full report of the exhibit work will 
be made to Gov. Budd. 

The following exhibits have been re- 
ceived by the chamber: From Thomas 
Borden of Downey, two pumpkins, 
weighing respectively 200 and 250 
pounds; from Joseph Daniels of Co- 
vina, a cluster of navel oranges; from 
John H. Thompson of Edna, San Luis 
Obispo county, soft-shell walnuts; 
from the Board of Supervisors of Ven- 
tura county, three cases of printed 
matter for distribution and a map of 
the county.

Display. 

The shop windows this year show an

{The public having read of the riot- 
ous proceedings in <Austria’s Reichs- 
rath, wonder what it is all about. The 
appended article, from the latest issue 
of Harper's Weekly, by Edmund Mun- 
sell Bliss, explains the cause of the 
Parliamentary turbulence. ] 

The present political situation in Aus- 
tria is the result, primarily, of the race 
rivalries of Germans, Slavs, Magyars, 
secondarily, of the ferment that inev- 
itably attends progress among peo- 
ples unaccustomed to constitutional 
rule. Both are affected somewhat by 
the geographical relations of the races 
and the form of government. 

Of the two divisions of the empire, 
Austria is the least homogeneous in 
#te population and least compact in its 
geographical extent. Extending in-an 
jixreguiar semicircle around Hungary 
from Dalmatia to the Bukowina, it is 
‘divided into three principal divisions. 
First on the west comes Austria proper, 
including the Tirol, Upper and Lower 
Austria and Styria; then comes Bo- 
hemia and sap on the east, 

yrovince of Galicia. 
Tbe population, about 23,500,000, in- 
cludes 8,500,000 Germans, 10,000,000 slavs, 
%,700,000 Poles and 1,000,000 Italians, 
Roumanians, etc. The Germans are 
compact in Austria proper and form a 
considerable element in Bohemia, es- 
pecially on the Bavarian and Saxon 
borders. The Slavs are divided. There 
are 5,500,000 in Bohemia and Moravia— 
Czechs and Slovaks, the former greatly 
in the majority; 1,200,000 Slovenes, 
chiefly in Syria; 670,000 Croatians and 
Servians on the borders of Croatia, and 
3,000,000 Ruthenials in Galicia. 

In Hungary the Magyars, 7,500,000, 
occupy the central part, surrounded by 
a fringe of 2,000,000 Germans on the 
west, 2,000,000 Czechs and Slovaks on 
the north, 2,500,000 Roumanians on the 
east, and 2,000,000 Croatians and Ser- 

ang on the sout 
Som includes thus as itse chief elements, 
approximately, 10,500,000 Germans, 14,- 
$00,000 Slavs, 7,500,000 Magyars, 3,000,- 
000 Poles and 3,000,000 Roumanians. The 
language division corresponds to the 
racial, except among the Slavs, the dif- 
ferent branches having quite distinct 


dialects. In religion the Roman Caitho- |}. 


hurch is predominant, embracing 
the greater part of the Germans, Mag- 
yars, Czechs and the Poles. byte 
thenians belong to the Greek Catho 
church, and the Roumanians and Croa- 
tiahs to the Greek Orthodox church, 
while ‘there is a consider- 

ble Lutheran element. 

a For the purpose of government there 
is a complete system of pea 
each with its upper and lower house 
and ministry. The Austrian Reichsrat 
sits at Vienna, and the head of the 
ministry is Count Badeni. Hungary 
has its Reichstag at Buda-Pesth, with 
Count Banffy as Premier. There is also 
in each of the fourteen provinces of 

Austria a Landtag, and in Croatia a 
Provincial Diet. 

Matters pertaining to the imperial 
interests, and concerning all sections 
alike, as foreign affairs, war, customs, 
finance, etec., are decided by a parlia- 
ment called the Delegations, composed 
of members fromtheAustrian and Hun- 
garian parliaments, sitting alternately 
at Vienna and Buda-Pesth, and acting 
through a ministry at the heads of 
which is Count Goluchowski, Minister 
of Foreign Affairs. Imperial expenses 
are provided for by an arrangement 
called the Auggleich, which runs for 
periods of ten years, and which requires 
the approval of both the Reichsrath 
at Vienna and the Reichstag at Buda- 
Pesth. The present contitution went 
into force in 1867 on the formal union 
of the two States, and the first Aus- 
gleich dates from December of that 
year, so that the third decade is just 
closing. 

The mutual relations of these differ- 
ing elements have been affected by two 
influences, one tending toward union, 
the other toward disintergration. The 
first is chiefly that of a common need 
attended by a common dread. Kach 
one of these elements dreads absorp- 
tion by the surrounding empires, and 
realizes that for its own individual de- 
velopment the present union is vitally 
essential. 

German Austrians, considering them- 
selves heirs of the old German Empire, 
look upon Prussia as a usurper. 
Czechs, Sovaks and Ruthenians dread 
both Russia’s pan-Slavism and the 
domination of the Orthodox Greek 
Church. The Poles fee] themselves 
stronger under Francis Joseph than 
they could be under William II or 
Nicholas II. The Magyars know very 
well that they could not stand alone 
the pressure of Russia and German. 
Croatians, Sérvians and more lately 
Bosnians, have no wish to return un-

less virulent, according to circum- 
stances. The Czechs feel that the 
kingdom of Bohemia is as worthy of 
recognition as the kingdom of Hun- 
gary, and if the Magyars can demand 
the use of their language in the govern- 
ment and the courts, they ought not to 
be denied the same privilege. As far 
back as 1848 they demanded this recog- 
nition, and by persistent agitation se- 
cured, not long Since, a decree from 
the ministry for the equal use of Czech 
and by German officials and in the 
courts. Encouraged by their success the 
other Slavic -communities are looking 
for the same recognition, and Transyl- 
vania is raising its protest against the 
domination of the Magyar. All this 
has stirred the jealousy of the Ger- 
mans, who claim that the language de- 
cree is contrary to the original consti- 
tution of the German-Austrian empire 
and there are some hotheads who de- 
clare that union with Germany is 
preferable to sharing political predomi- 
nance with Slav barbarians, while the 
Magyars look on, determined not to 
let power slip from their own hands. 

Another disturbing element has been 
‘the extension of the franchise by which 
the old aristocratic power is being re- 
placed by a number of parties. For 
some time the Roman Catholie Church 
has been realizing that it was losing 
hold on the people, and, resolving on 
a& course somewhat similar to that pur- 
sued in France, has, under the title cf 
Christian socialism, appeared as the 
champion of the lower classes. Socia]- 
ism proper, too, has lifted its head, and 
the result is a parliamentary situation 
in which no one influence is predomi- 
nant, and very nearly everybody is, to 
some extent, opposition.” The anti- 
Semitism which has been so prominent 
a feature in Vienna municipal elections 
is net as important\a national factor, 
although it adds a disturbige element. 

The present situation is the imm:- 
dilate result of the effort of the Ger- 
mans to impeach Count Badéni and 
his ministry for the Czech language 
decree.: Failing to secure a majority 
in favor of this, the leaders took ad- 
Vantage of the termination of the 
Ausgleich to refuse support to the 
sovernment, and by obstructive tacties 
compel it to yield to them. 

The efforts to secure a compromise 
were not successful.

& provisional arrangement for one 
year, but failed at Vienna. The Ger- 
mans redoubled their efforts. They 
received encouragement from Bavaria 
against the Czech ciaims, and ,the 
sittings of the. Reichsrath were con- 
Stant riots. Almost in despair, there 
came a veiled threat of a suspension 
of the constitution. This aroused 
Magyar opposition, led by Francis 
Kossuth, who claimed that that would 
threaten the Hungarian constitution. 
The first apparent result was the 
worst outbreak of all, culminating in 
a furious attack by the Germans on 
Premier Badeni and tne presiding of- 
ficer of the lower house, who fled in 
terror of their lives. This, however, 
has served to weld together still more 
firmly the anti-German elements, es- 
pecially the Czechs and Poles, and as 
they are numerically the strongest, it 
seems probable that some arrange- 
ment will be reached. The unifying 
influences are. stronger, on the whole, 
than those tending toward disintegra- 
tion. The trend toward local free- 
dom of development is, however, more 
marked than ever, and the future is by 
no means without serious danger.

A STRONG PROBABILITY OF THE 
VERY NEAR FUTURE. 


Germany and Rassin Appear to Be 
Acting in Concert—When Will 
the Dance Begin? 


CHINA IS TO BE DISMEMBERED 


AND DIVIDED AMONG THE GREAT 
EUROPEAN POWERS, 


The Hamiliation of Japan One of the 
First Acts in the Oriental Drama, 
Impotence and Blindness of 
the Chinese Government, 


[SPECTAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

TOKYO (Japan.) Nov. 29, 1897. Per 
S.8S. Doric, via San Francisco. 

Russia is purchasing arms, ammuni- 
tion and provisions in the United States. 
Japanin aquiet, ainobtrusive way, is 
doing the same. The Russian fleet which 
used to make its Winter quarters in 
Vadivostok has gene south, ani row 
distributed among the open ports, with 
headquarters at Nagasaki. Germany is 
making herself at home in China, com- 
mitting open acts ef war without any 
previous declaration, and the other 
powers look on, if not with approval, 
at Jeast without evincing the slightest 
opposition. In Korea Russia has thrown 
off all disguiss, and in obvious viola- 
fon of the treaty concluded with Mar- 
shal Yamagata, is directly interfering 
in the internal affairs of that ephem- 
eralempire. All these facts, and others 
which I shall mention, point to a fast 
approaching crisis, and that the armed 
now prevailing in the Orient, 
may be broken at any moment. 

It is now evident that when Germany 
took possession of Kyaochao it was 
the result of a preconcerted movement, 
carried out with the foreknowledge and 
consent of Russia and France, proving 
that the triple alliance which pre- 
vented the cession of the Liastung Pen- 
insula to Japan is still very much in 
existence. In the beginning of last 
summer the Chinese press sounded a 
note of alarm. No attention was paid 
to it. If noticed at all, a shrug of 
the shoulders expressed the incredulity 
with which news from Chinese sources 
is always received. But the recent ac- 
tion of Germany lends importance to 
these accounts. It was stated then that 
at the time mentioned, a German naval 
officer in an interview with the Viceroy 
of-Minche (Fuhkien and Chekiang,) 
suggested that it would be to China's 
advantage if that government would 
grant to Germany certain parts of the 
coast line of Fuhkien, since contingen- 
cies might arise in Formosa, which 
would render the presence of a naval 
force highly desirabic. He must have 
advanced specious reasons: at any rate 
he succeeded in impressing Viceroy 
Pien Pao Chuan so much that a deputy 
named Li was dispatched to examine 
the locality selected and to confer with 
the German naval authorities on the 
spot. Li arrived in due time, but fear- 
ing a popular demonstration, pretended 
that he was an official connected with 
the tea tax. When e conference took 
place, Li stood aghast at the enormity 
of the German demands. They asked, 
namely, for the unopened ports of Erh- 
tu, San-tu, Fei-luang-hing and San- 
shan. Li, naturally enough, declined 
to assume any responsibility, and wired 
the Viceroy for instructions. Upon re- 
ceiving the dispatch, this official sent 
another deputy, named Chien, who was 
acquainted with the locality, to inves- 
tigate and report. But the- Viceroy 
had taken fright at the exorbitant de- 
mands, and, declining further negotia- 
tions, referred the whole matter to the 
Tsung li yamen. (Foreign Office in Pe- 

In the mean while a special officer 
had arrived from Berlin, and under his 
personal directions the German squad- 
ron in Chinese waters made a most 
minute survey of the various ports 
from Fuh-Kien (opposite Formosa) to 
Kyas-Chas in the Shantung peninsula. 
This was some time before the mur- 
der of the two missionaries, and it may 
be safely asserted that if this mur- 
der had not occurred so opportunel¥ 
some cause would have been found 
to despoil China. 

The Middle Kingdom has other se- 
rious troubles, and not the least of 
them is the dangerous rebellion in 
Manchuria. Well-inormed parties in 
Peking and Tientsin claim that the 
rebels number 8000 men in possession 
of Pingchuan, outside the great wall 
in the Jeho district. Gen. Nieh, with 
8000 men and three hatteries of artil- 
lery. has been~ dispatched against 
them. and in the beginning of this 
month (November,) had intrenched 
himself within about sixteen miles of 
Pingchuan, while waiting for reinforce- 


ments. It is stated that the rebels 
belong to a secret society counting 
40,000 members, and that they are 


fairly well provided with arms, having 
taken or purchased those cast away 
by the fugitive braves during the war 
with Janan. Among the latter classes 
of Chinese in Tientsin grave appre- 
hension exists that Nieh may be de- 
feated and that the rebels, after cap- 
turing the railroad will march on the 
city. This fear seems to be shared by 
the authorities. At any rate, Wang, 
the Viceroy of Pechili, has given or- 
ders to Yuan Shi-Ki, commander of the 
Qsciplined troops stationed at Hsiao- 
chan, fifteen miles west of Tientsin, 
to hold himself in readiness to occupy 
that city at a moment's notice. 

This rebellion, while it embarrasses 
the Peking. government is no small! de- 


gree, is playing admirably into the 
hands of Russia. The Transsiberian 
Railway will be extended through 


Manchuria. and if the Peking authori- 
ties cannot insure peace and order 
Russia will have a good reason to one 
cupy it permanently. The Transmon- 
golian Railway is another branch of 
the Transsiberian system. It is onenly 
said in semi-official circles in Peking 
that Russia and China have agreod 
upon a railroad to be constructed Ky 
the former power, running across the 
Gobi desert from Kiatcha on the sj- 
berian frontier to Kalgan, about two 
hundred miles from Peking. The ceon-

What salvation is possible for China? 


None, Look at the material she pos- 
sesses. Li Hune Chang, although not 


exactly dismissed from office, ‘has lost 
all the influence he once possessed. 
The incalculable sums of money en- 
trusted to him to build up -China’s 
army and navy, have only served to 
enrich him, and their disreputable 
showing during the war with Japan, 
have brought him in discredit. He is 
kept in reserve on account of his ac- 
quaintance with foreigners and for- 
cign methods, but has no voice what- 
ever in the present crisis. Chang Chih 
Tung, Li's great rival at Wuchang, is 
somewhat of a patriot and compara- 
tively clean. He has attempted to do 
much for China, but all his efforts have 
ended in failures, owing to his trust 
in corrupt subordinates and his hatred 
for foreigners. In 1894 he purchased 
and erected a valuable cotton mill. 
Declining to employ foreign experts, 
the machinery has not been properly 
put up and the expensive plant is a 
complete failure. Again, a few years 
ago, he founded a school for chemistry 
at Wuchane. It has now three stud- 
dents, one of whom, knowing neither 
Mandarin Chinese nor, English, is un- 
able to follow the course. Recently 
Chang Chih Tung engaged G. D. Brill, 
an American, to start a model farm 
and a Museum of Agricultural Imple- 
ments. Highly commendable as is this 
scheme, the quiet, ceaseless opposi- 
tion of the Viceroy’s subordinates ren- 
der its failure a certainty. 

Of all the prominent Chinese who 
might assist in retarding the approach- 
ing partition, there remain only Tartai 
Sheng and Gov. Hu. Sheng is notori- 
ously the most corrupt of the Chinese 
officials. He is a pupil and protegé of 
Li Hung Chang and gained the title of 
Taotai (governor) when he served in 
that capacity over Liao-Tung and 
Taku. He is responsible for the lack 
of ammunition and material to defend 
Port Arthur and the Chinese fleet. 
During the Chinese reverses by band 
and sea during the war with Japan, he 
disappeared discreetly, but reappeared 
as soon as that disastrous affair had 
blown over. When the government 
with a sigh of despair, consented to 
the construction of railroads, Sheng 
hurried to Peking and by means of lib- 
eral presents, more properly called 
bribes, secured the position of ta-jen 
or director-in-chief. It goes without 
saving that Sheng, like almost every 
Chinese official, holds office only for 
what there is in it, and is consequently 
a fair tvpe of Chinese corruption. Gov. 
Hu, who was recently appointed di- 
rector-general of the railways north of 
the Yellow River, is fairly honest. But 
what will this avail among the numer- 
ous officials of the stamp: of Sheng? 

A pertinent question is, what is the 
reason of this feverish activity at this 
time? Judging from what has occurred, 
it is my cpinion that Russia is the in-. 
stigator of the entire movement, and 
that she has decided to humiliate Japan 
before that ambitious nation is in pos- 
session of her fieet. Germany and 
France, possibly England also, will ob- 
tain a small slice of China in return 
for their coOperation against a power 
that dared raise the cry of “Asia for 
the Asiatics!’"’ Lock at the events as 
they happened recently. No sooner is 
the Graeco-Turkey question settled, and 
peace on her western frontier assured, 
than Russia begins putting on the 
screws in Korea, and takes measures 
that are bound to exasperate the Jap- 


anese. She deliberately violates the 
treaty with Japan, concluded with 


Yamagata during the coronation cere- 
monies, whereby it was agreed that 
neither of the two powers should inter- 
fere in the internal affairs of Korea.

The diplo- 
mats of the great northern power have, 
after all, only imitated the example 
set by the Japanese; for every measure 
taken they can point to a precedent 
established by Otori and Miura. The 
newspapers are more than indignant. 
There is very little bombast or brag- 
gadocio, and the dignified tone as- 
sumed by them forebodes ill for the 
peace of the Far East. 

There is one point which, so far as 
I know, none of the European or 
American . papers have noticed, and 
which nevertheless deserves most par- 
ticular mention. It is this, that the 
recent changes in the Cabinet have 
resulted in placing the Satsuma clan 
in power. Immediately after the revo- 
lution of 1867, the three great south- 
ern clans responsible for the success 
in placing the Emperor Mutsulhito on 
the throne, viz: Satsuma, Choshiu, and 
Tosa, assumed the new government. 
This triumvirate, if I may cal it so, is 
known by the Japanese as the Sat- 
cho-to, from the first sylables of each 
clan. Satsuma withdrew in high dud- 
zgeon when Okubo and Iwakura op- 
posed war with Korea in 1873 and 1874. 
Saigo Takamori, the beau ideal of the 
Jananese Samurai, sulked in 
hima and in 1877 ralsed the standard of 
rebellion, which cost Japan 0,000 lives 
and millions of money. Tosa soon 
dropped out, and the government was 
administered by Satsuma and Chos- 
or Sat-cho. “Ito, Yamagata. and 
several other prominent statesmen are 
of the Choshiu clan. But now Choshiu 
has withdrawn or has been dropped 
and the administration is wholly in the

WEBB’S WAY OF SAYING WIT- 
NESSES LIED UNDER OATH. 


Impartially Contradicts Everybody 
Who Testified for the 
Prosecution, 


AN UNIDENTIFIED INFORMER.

DIDN'T KNOW THE MAN WHO 
GAVE HIM TIPS ON AXTELL, 


Never Owed Axtell, but Thought 
Nothing of Hellman’s Inquiry 
. About Those Notes—Hearing 

Postponed a Few Days. 


_ Ex-School Director Webb added one 
more long chapter of denials last even- 
fing to the testimony which he had 
previously given in the investigation 
of the Board of Education scandal. 
For two hours and a half he was 
closely questioned by the prosecution. 
His answers showed industrious study 
of the mass of evidence that has been 
piling up against him, and more than 
once he flatly contradicted the tes- 
timony of previous witnesses. With 
etudied moderation he declined to say 
that ,.these witnesses had _ testified 
falsely, contenting himself with the 
assertion. that they were ‘‘mistaken.”’ 

On a number of points Webb’s ex- 
planations proved inadequate, notably 
in reference to the paper which he 
secured from Axtell and which was 
offered in evidence by the defense 
Monday evening. According to Webb’ 
own statement, there was no longer 
any reason for preparing such a paper 
and forcing Axtell to sign it, as Webb 
was then convineed, he says, that his 
suspicions against Axtell and Mc- 
Inerny were entirely unfounded. 

Webb says he was informed by a 
man whom he did not know that Mc- 
Inerny, with the connivance of Ax- 

~tell, was using the services of em- 
ployés of the board and taking school 
supplies for his private use, yet Webb 
admitted last night that he did. not 
s0 much as ask the name of his in- 
formant, nor did he tell any other 
member of the board of the grave 
charges that had been made. 

The ex-autocrat of the school board 
no longer takes pride in recalling the 
sway which he once exercised, and 
Mr. Gibbon’s references to the subject 
always evoked a disclaimer... Such des- 
potic rule as Webb has been wont to 
boast that he exerciser would obviously 
be incompatible with the assertions of 
the defense.. 

WANTED A SECRET INVESTIGA- 
DION, 

Webb was the only witness on the 
stand last, evening. After some ques- 
‘tlons upon minor points in his previous 
testimony, he was asked by Mr. Gibbon: 
“Did you not propose to Mr. Conrey 
and Mr. Davis, immediately after the 
original affidavits were filed, that the 
investigation should be conducted in 
executive session?”’ 

Webb admitted that he suggested 
this course. 

“Were you not in consultation with 
Mr. Conrey-and Mr. Davis for two 
afternoons before the investigation was 
begun?” 
~ “T was with them tn Mr. Conrey’s 
office for two afternoons,’”’ said the 
witness. 
_ Further questions elicited the fact 
that Webb advised that Axtell be dis- 
charged as a means of averting the im- 
pending public scandals. . 

Webb denied that he had _ been 
warned some time ago by Secretary 
Johnson that Adams was engaged in 
blackmailing teachers. He also denied 
that he had at any time asked Conrey 
and Davis to stop the investigation. 

The interview with Axtell in the 
basement of the Spring-street school 
was the subject of-a prolonged cross 
examinations Webb adhered to the tes- 
timony which he’ had: given the pre- 
vious evening. 

CONTRADICTS MRS... SMITH. 

Webb’s version of his conversation 
with Mrs. Smith varied materially from 
her testimony. He positively denied 
that he told her that it would be no 
use to see Conrey or that he told her 
that Conrey had no Influence in the 
pfoard. He told Salyer, Bartlett’s 
clerk, that Mrs. Smith had been ap- 
pointed directress of a kindergarten, 
but it was merely a chance remark, 
according to Webb, and had'no sig- 
nificance. He did not know Mrs. 
Smith was then buying a piano from 
Bartlett. 

THE HARDWARE CONTRACT. 

Webb was questioned at length con- 
cerning the Harper-Reynolds contract 
for supplying the board with hardware. 
He said he did not know of the exist- 
ence of the contract until informed 
of it by Director Davis. : 


The manner in which the bourd usu- 


| ally issued requisitions was detalled at 


length. As chairman of the Supply 
Committee Webb asked the City At- 
torney for his opinion on the Harper- 
Reynolds contract. After that opin- 
fon was rendered, the board almost

ACCUSATIONS AGAINST ADAMS TO

Webb Will Be Tried at Once—A 
Bricf Postponement Ordered. 


Mrs. Crandall] Testifies in 
Her Husband's Behalf. 


Residents along the western part of 
the Temple-street Railway Company 
are strongly opposing the proposition 
to allow the company to discontinue 
its service west of Old Temple road. 
They say that they contributed largely 
to the cost of the road and they in- 
sist upon the continued operation of 
the whole line. 

Two police officers are charged with 
improper conduct. The charges were 
informally considered by the Police 
Board yesterday. 

The accusations against Walter lL. 
Webb and Joseph L. Adams, recently 
filed by the grand jury for the pur- 
pose of impeachment, ‘were to have 
been heard in Department One yester- 
day, but 4 transfer to Department 
Four was ordered. It was agreed that 
the accusation against Adams would 
be dismissed, as he had already re- 
signed from the City Board of Educa- 
tion. Judge Van Dyke ordered Webb's 
trial to be held at once, and the bailiff 
Was dispatched to secure a special 
venire of jurors. Later in the day it 
was announced that ex-Director 
Adams, an important witness for the 
prosecution, was unable to appear in 
court on account of illness, and the 
court consented to a,postponement un- 
til such time as Adams should be able 
to attend the trial. 

The defense was opened in the Cran- 
dall murder trial yesterday. The wife 
of the defendant was called to the 
stand just before the hour of adjourn- 
ment and will resume her testimony 
this morning.

“TEMPLE-STREET ROAD. 


PROPERTY-OWNERS SAY IT MUST 
KEEP RUNNING, 


Strong Opposition to the Proposed 
Abandonment of Part of the 
Line—Two Police Officers Charged 
With Drunkenness, 


Strong opposition has developed 
against the proposition to allow the 
Temple-street ,Cable Railway to dis- 
continue its service beyond Old Tem- 
ple road. The company asked the 
Council on Monday to pass an ordi- 
mance relieving the company from the 
Obligation to run cars between the 
Old Temple road and the west city 
boundary, a distance of nearly a mile 
It was alleged that this portion.of the 
road has always been unproductive 
and ‘that it was the cause of the recent 
bankruptcy of the company. The re- 
quest was referred tto the Board of 
Public Works. 

The road originally extended only to 
Union avenue, but it was subsequently 
extended to the present western boun- 
dary of the city, the cost being largely 
defrayed by ‘property-owners along 
the line who contributed some $40,000 
for the purpose of getting street-car 
transportation. Naturally, they are 
now much exercised over the threat- 
ened discontinuance of the service. 

While the territory along the line of 

able road, west of the Old Tem- 
a road, is not thickly populated, there 
are many people living within a radius 
of half or three-quarters of a mile 
from the present terminus who de- 
pend solely upon the cable cars for 
transportation into tthe city. They 
strenuously insist that a great injury 
will be done to them if the company 
is allowed to abandon the western 
portion of its line. 

Similar protests are being heard 
from property-owners who forsee that 
if the request of the railway is granted 
their property will be practically un- 
salable. 

These protests have convinced sev- 
eral of the Councilmen that the re 
quest of the railway company must 
be denied. They regard the matter as 
@ plain business proposition, ana Say 
that if the company finds its’ bargain 
an unsatisactory one, that is no rea- 
son why the Council should rescind it. 
Property has been purchased and 
homes have been built upon the aes 
sumption that the street-car «service 
would be permanent, and the com- 
pany, it is alleged, must carry out its 

agreement. 

It is probable that the company’s 
request will be denied.

ADAMS DROPPED OUT. 


EX-SCHOOL DIRECTOR SAVES HIS 
SCALP BY SURRENDERING IT, 

Impeachment Procecdings 
Agninst Webb Will Go Merrily 
On—Hearing Postponed Because 
of HiiIness of Adams and At- 
torney Gage, 


The impeachment proceedings brought 
by the grand jury against Wal- 
ter L. Webb and Joseph  L. 
Adams of the City Board of Educa- 
tion came up for hearing before Judge 
Smith in Department One yesterday. 
Judge Smith was engaged in the Cran- 
dall case and announced that it would 
be impossible for him to proceed with 
the hearing for several days. Webb's 
attorneys stated that they desired an. 
immediate trial and suggested that if 
Judge Smith could not find time to try 
the case possibly one of the other 
judges in the other departments might 
be able to do so. It was then mu- 
tually agreed that the District Attor- 
ney and Webb's attorneys” should 
make the rounds of the other depart- 
ments. Judge Van Dyke was found 
to have a leisure moment, and, upon 
this representation, Judge Smith or- 
dered the case transferred to )epart- 
ment Four, 

Dist.-Atty. Donnell waded tirough 
the accusations filed against Webb and 
Adams as well as the other documents 
in the case, and then informed Judge 
Van Dyke that the State was ready 
for an immediate trial of the case 
against Webb. 

“Of course we concede that there is 
no ground for action against Adams,” 
said the District Attorney, ‘‘for he has 
resigned his office, thereby saving us 
the trouble of enforcing the same plans 
outlined in the case of Webb, who has 
not resigned. At the proper time a 
formal motion to dismiss the accusa- 
tion against Adams will be made. As 
matters stand, we are prepared to pro- 
ceed against Webb.” 

“The sooner the better,” remarked 
Attorney Meserve. “Mr. Webb as well 
as my associate, Mr. Oliver, and my- 
self wish to have this matter done 
with at the earliest possible moment. 

“Now,” continued Meserve, address- 
ing the court, ‘we wish to enter a 
denial of the main allegations set forth 
in the accusation. It is not in the na- 
ture of a demurrer, for it cannot be 
such under the law. We allege that 
the charges set forth relative to any al- 
leged criminal transactions are abso- 
lutely false.” 

After emphasizing the fact that in 
proceedings of the nature at bar the 
defendant was not required to make 
his denial under oath, Attorney Mes- 
erve read a lengthy document in sup- 
port of his contention as to Webb's in- 
nocence, the substance of which was: 
(1) That the accusation is not sufficient 
and does not state facts sufficient to 
constitute a ground of removal of de- 
fendant from the Board of Education. 
(2) That the facts stated do not con- 
stitute either a willful or corrupt mis- 
conduct of office, and, if true, would 
not warrant this court in removing or 
suspending defendant from office. (3) 
That the facts do not constitute a pub- 
lic or any offense. (4) That the accu- 
sation is not in the form required by 
Statute. (5) That the facts stated do 
not constitute a felony. (6) That the 
accusation is ambiguous in that it ac- 
cuses the defendant of unlawfully, fel- 
oniously, ete., becoming interested in a 
certain contract Which is described, and 
the facts of which, if true, constitute 
only a misdemeanor 

Contention No. 7 was based upon the 
representation that the grand jury at 
the time the accusation was filed was 
not a legally-constituted body as, owing 
to the death of one of its members, it 
was composed of but eighteen persons, 
a less than the number specified by 
aw 

The District Attorney called Mr. Mes- 
erve’s attention to a section of the stat- 
utes which holds that but twelve jurors 
are required to bring an indictment 
and stated that all but that number 
might drop out through death or disa- 
bility without inv alidating the organiza. 


tion. 
“Well, gentlemen,” Judge Va Dyke 
interposed, “the allegations of p rdw 


ant’s attorney denying the sufficiency of 
the charges made in the accusation 
will be overruled. You want to have 
this case tried immediately, I under- 
stand.” 

The attorneys agreed that they did, 
but were not sure that a jury could be 
obtained from the regular panel at 
onee. After considerable discussion, 
Judge Van Dyke instructed the bailiff 
to impanel @ special venire, returnable 
at 10 o’clock this morning. 

An hour or two later the District At- 
torney was informed by a representa- 
tive of the League for Better City Gov- 
ernment that it would be impossible 
for the case to be taken up in the 
morning, as ex-Director Adams of the 
school board was ill at his home and 
could not appear as a witness. Henry 
T. Gage, Esq., who had been chosen to 
assist in the prosecution, was also re- 
ported as being under the weather. 
Therefore it would be hazardous, to say 
the least, to have the case brought to 
trial as arranged. Dist. -Atty. Donnell 
stated that he had notebeen informed 
that he was to have assistance from 
the outside. He was prepared to pro- 
ceed witirthe case, he said, unless Ad- 
ams Was unable to appear to testify.

CRANDALL’S WIFE TESTIFIES. 


Opening of the Defense in the Mur- 
der Trial, 

A hard struggle was made yesterday 
in behalf of Frank D. Crandall, on 
trial for the murder of Jack. Bowman 
at Ballona in September ast. The 
defense opened its case in the morning 
by placing upon the’ stand several! 
Witnesses whose testimony was calcu- 
lated to modify the statements pre- 
viously made by those who testified 
for the prosecution. 

Late in the afternoon Crandall's at- 
torney announced that it was his in- 
tention to place Crandall’s wife upon 
the stand. If the District Attorney 
desired the advantage of a direct ex- 
amination he said, permission would 
be granted him to reopen the ease. 
The privilege was not accepted and so 
Mrs. Crandall was called for the de- 
fense. 

She had known Crandall for several 
years—in fact, they had been school- 
mates. In April, 1896, she entered into 
a contract marriage with Crandall:‘at 
Ballona, where the latter was conduct- 
ing a hotel at the time. 

Witness testified that she knew Bow- 
man was accustomed to carrying: a 
bowie knife. On Sunday night preced- 
ing the day of the killing at Ballona, 
a quarrel arose between Bowman and 
Crandall. Bowman asked Crandall to 
come outside the cottage and: “settle 
matters in a manly way.” The invita- 
tion was declined, and all hands re- 
tired for the night.

Two Views of Protection. 
FREE TRADE IN AUSTRALIA. 

LOS ANGELES, Dec. 20, 1897. 
[To the Editor of The Times:] I 
would like to give your readers some 
better, and probably later news from 
the Australian continent than was 
given them in yesterday’s Times in an 
article headed “‘Free Trade in Austra- 
lia.”’ 

Mr. Reid, the Premier of New South 
Wales, in his speech to the Legisla- 
tive assembly, lately, said that ‘The 


estimates, and under free trade New 
South Wales has made greater prog- 
ress than protected Victoria. No 
community in the world was _ less 
troubled by the tax-gatherer, and that 
two distinct advantages nad been ob- 
tained by the land tax—establishing 
prosperity and fixing land at its true 
value.” 

Wages are higher.in free trade Sid- 
ney than they are in protected Mel- 
bourne, and if it was not for the in- 
flux of lMborers in Sidney from Mel- 
bourne they would be much higher. 
Not only are wages _ higher, but prices 
of commodities are cheaper, as your 
wheat illustration shows. Out of 
fifty thousand employés engaged in 
manufacturing, ete., in Victoria, ten 
thousand (10,000) are women. In New 
South Wales, out of about the same 
number employed, only five thousand 
(5000) are women: Comment is un-

FREE TRADE IN EUROPE.

Eng., and Nuremberg, Germany, told 
me that they had been representing 
their respective firms in America for 
over fifteen years, and always received 
orders for goods from American retail 
dealers amounting to over £250,000 
and that this year (1897) they 
had in over three months’ hard endea- 
vor not received orders sufficient to pay 
for their traveling expenses. 

“We cannot compete with American 
manufactures at all at present,” they 
said. “The tariff on the articles we 
offer for sale is too high, and we know 
that our countries (meaning France, 
England and Germany) will ‘fix’ the 
United States in a little while for it.” 

Conversing in the Grand Hotel in 
Paris with a member of an English 


that at that time (September 22, 1897,) 
over seventeen thousand laboring men 
in Manchester were without work, be- 
cause the market for English hard- 
ware (Knives, scissors, etc.,) was closed 
in America and elsewhere, and the gen- 
tlemen added: “Do you know, sir, that 
Americans sell our articles in the mar- 
kets of Europe at a less price than we 
require, to make money.”

Bethlehem Iron Works for the delivery 
of 22,000 tons of steel rails, both to be 
used in the construction of the Rus- 
sian-Siberian Railroad, and the gentle- 
men who gave me the information (a 
Russian) smiled when he said: “The 
Englishmen will not get a dollar out of 
this road.’’ 

In the city of Berlin the American

than in Europe. I wish now to state 
that from occular observation and 
from prices advertised in European 
newspapers in my possession, I am 
able to say, and say it truthfully, that 
the necessaries of life (meat, flour, po- 
tatoes, etc.,) are 40 per cent. lower in 
protected America than in any country 
in Europe, and will be pleased to prove 


.that statement to any doubter. 


I acknowledge that the Dingley Bill 
has been disastrous to the laboring 
men in France, Germany, Belgium and 
Holland; that it has stopped the wheels 
of many a factory in Manchester and 
Leeds (England,) and all Europe; but 
I also believe that charity commences 
at home, and that any law which sup- 
plies the American laborers with labor 
and his family with bread is a benefit 
to Americans. 

A trip to Europe will be an educa-¥# 
tor to some people, I presume.

ORANGES AND FROST. 


JACK FOLLOWS THE TRACK OF 
FORMER VISITS, 


Low-land Groves Damaged by Tem- 
perature for Thirteen Hours Re- 
low Freezing—Something About 
Frost Channels — Ob#@:rvations, 
Experiments and Estimates, 


There can be no longer any doubt 
that the orange and lemon crops of 
Southern California have been injured 
by frost during a succession of cold 
nights. Whether or not the damage is 
as great as that of December, 1895, is 
a matter of conjecture to a great ex- 
tent. 
About the only basis of estimating 
damage to the fruit by frost immedi- 
the cold wave is by keep-+ 
ing an exact record of the temperature 
and noting the degreo and duration of 
cold. One of the most complete rec- 
ords of the temperature of Monday 
night, which brought the worst frost 
_ thus far, was taken at Pomona, on the 
lowest land where oranges are grown, 
the thermometer being exposed to the 
same conditions as the fruit on the 
trees. Thus the record shows the worst 
condition in the coldest portion of that 
city, while there are undoubtedly other 
groves in Soutiern California in which 
& similar record, if taken, would have 
shown one or two degrees lower. The 
temperature records as far as taken 
were as follows: Monday, 5 p.m., 38; 
6, 35; 7, 32; 8, 30; 9, 28; 10, 27; 11, 26; 12, 
25. Tuesday, 1 a.m., 25; 2, 45; 3, 25; 7, 
23; 8, 30. From this record it will be 
seen that for more than thirteen hours 
freezing temperature prevailed, while 
the lowest temperature, 23, is recog- 
nized as generally fatal to oranges. In 
a number of orchards oranges were 
found in which ice could be plainly 
seen. wAbove the point of observation, 
however, where the great bulk of the 
oranges are grown, a warmer wave of 
air was perceptible at midnight, and 
on that higher land mercury rose in 
_ gome cases and remained stationary in 
others during the latter half of the 
night, showing the tendency of the 
frost to settle in the relatively lower 
frost channels. Thus whatever damage 
resulted to the oranges and lemons of 
Pomona is limited to low land and 
represents no large proportion of the 
total crop. 
Pomona is thus singled out, not be- 
. Cause it represents the worst condi- 
tions, but because the records have 
been obtainable there most fully. As 
a matter of fact, that city has proba- 
bly suffered less from the frost than 
some others, judging by what informa- 
tion can be obtained. 
The conditions which prevailed at 
' Pomona seem to have been present 
throughout Southern California, the 
early portion of the night being of com- 
paratively even temperaturethroughout 
the interior, while in the latter half the 
frost settled on the low land and did 
great damage to oranges. 

At Riverside the lower lands adjacent 
to Magnolia, Indiana and California 
avenues, and about Arlington and Casa 
Blanca, and lands in the track of frost 
channels created by depressions and 
arroyos suffered severely. Whether 
the damage there is as great as that 
of two years ago, as indicated above, 
. cannot be definitely ascertained as yet. 
The large acreage of orchards on 
higher land is, however, uninjured. 

The low lands of East Riverside also 
suffered, while the orchards adjacent 
to the foothills escaped without injury. 

Colton Terrace and Rialto orchards, 
as far as can be learned, are unaf- 
fected. 

Redlands suffered considerably from 
the frost along arroyos and jin depres- 
sions. Much of the orchard land along 
the zanja was affected, while a consid- 
erable acreage near the Santa Ana 
River was badly frosted. In the de- 
pression north of Old San Bernardino 
the oranges were also quite badly 
frozen. All this, however, represents 
but a small portion of the Redlands 
district, most of the orchards being on 
high or sloping land. : 

East Highlands has escaped damage, 
Save where the orchards have been 
crowded down too close to the Santa 
Ana River on low and level land. High- 
land has suffered somewhat more from 
the contiguous frost channels, while 
the small acreage at West Highlands 
is seriously affected. 

Ontario and Cucamonga orchards 
have very generally escaped damage, 
Save in the case of a few orchards in 
depressions where the frost settled. 

Lordsburg, San Diemas, Duarte and 
Monrovia are believed to have escaped 
without injury, while the Glendora, 
Azusa and Covina section are unin- 
jured save in the track of two frost 
channels which have heretofore been 
quite plainly marked. 

All the above is but a repetition of 
the often-emphasized fact that the 
damage of oranges in Southern Cali- 
fornia by frost is limited to peat land, 
which is now known to be unadapted 
to citrus fruits on account of being 
low relatively to surrounding land. 

In almost every locality it will un- 
doubtedly be found that some varie- 
ties of fruit have suffered greater in- 
jury than others. The early varieties 
will be best protected by the oil of the 
rind, which is a poor conductor of heat, 
and by the sugar in the juice, which is 
supposed to retard congealing. The 
thick-skin varieties, such as the navel 
and seedling, will suffer less than the 
thin-skin fruit, such as the St. Michael, 
Mediterranean and Malta bloods. 

In this connection it may be well to 
note certain experiments which have 
been made this year: At Pomona tests 
have been made by a representative of 
The Times and by J. W. Mills of the 
Experiment Station, to determine the 
degree of cold requisite to congeal 
orange juice. It wag found that at a 
temperature of 28 deg. in the interior 
of the orange, which has been found 
three times during December, and 
which is the lowest temperature yet 
found, the juice barely showed the 
presence of ice, though water congeals 
at a temperature of 32 deg: Mr. Mills, 
however, placed open dishes of water 
and orange juice side by side and de- 
termined that ice was present in the 
juice before the water froze, but in the 
juice it was in the nature of floating 
crystals, not all the juice congealing, 
while the water eventually froze sol- 
idly. This would indicate that an 
orange might be frozen sufficiently to 
burst the juice cells without being evi- 
dent to the eye when cut open. 

The effect of frost on Oranges is to 
burst the juice cells, leaving the juice 
to float through the fruit, from which, 
in time, it is either drawn back into 
the tree, or finds its way through the 
pores of the rind and evaporates. In 
the course of time, which is hastened 
by warm weather, the fruit becomes 
flabby and light in weight, while event- 
ually spots appear upon the rind, in- 
dicating the beginning of decay. If 
immediately picked, this fruit can be 
sent to market and consumed without 
attracting attention, and there is no 
reason to believe that, as long as it is 
firm and of practically normal weight, 
it is unwholesome. But when, in the 
course of about two weeks, the fruit 
becomes flabby and _  juiceless, it is 
neither palatable nor wholesome. It is 
not always easy to determine whether 
an orange is seriously injured or not. 

‘If only a few of the cells are broken, 
the orange will lose but slightly in 
weight, the loss in weight increasing in 
proportion to the loss of juice. A box 
of oranges naturally weighs about 
seventy pounds. If it falls to sixty 
pounds it may still rank as good fruit, 
though not fancy, while if it drops to 
fifty pounds it is undoubtedly not a 
wholesome food. As a single tree may 
contain sound fruit, fruit that is badly 
frozen, and fruit in all intermediate 
stages, and as the condition of the 
fruit can only be determined by 
weight as the expert packers handle 
them, it is evident that, even in view

about 


of great care, some of the compara- 
tively light fruit must be marketed. 

On the other hand, when a grower 
sees his crop injured, his desire to save 
himself as far as possible from loss 
often prompts him to pick and market 
the oranges as rapidly as possible, and 
it has been the. case following pre- 
vious frosts that the shipments reached 
an abnormal condition immediately 
after the frost, while those who had 
gilt-edge fruit would not market it in 
view of the certainty of a demoralized 
market. These shipments rarely bring 
returns of consequence, as the fruit is 
renerally known to be frosted and the 
market breaks under the _ pressure. 
Whether that will result this year is 
doubtful. It is certainly to be hoped 
that no inferior fruit will be sent out. 

If the oranges are not picked after 
the frost, in the course of a month na- 
ture begins to segregate the sound 
fruit from that which is frozen, by 
throwing the latter to the ground, and 
so far as the frosts of this month are 
concerned, it can be said that when 
the market rallies from the holiday 
trades about February 1, it will be too 
late to receive any oranges which are 
badly frozen, as they will then be on 
the ground. 

Eastern dealers and consumers need 
have no suspicion of oranges which 
reach them under the brand of fancy 
fruit. The vwackers have labored for 
years to build up a reputation for their 
brands, and while it is possible that 
some frosted fruit will find its way to 
market, it is certain that no reputable 
house will ship such fruit under a 
brand which has a_ reputation with 
eastern dealers. ‘ 

The fact that the frost has trodden 
paths where its footprints were dis- 
cernible before, simply once more em- 
phasizes the necessity of adapting the 
cultivation of the soil to the climate 
and other conditions which prevail. 


EFFECTS OF THE FROST. 


Reports of Monday Night’s and Last 
Night’s Conditions. 
RIVERSIDE, Dec. 21.—This has been 
another cold day, but not as cold as 
Sunday or Monday. In the _ district 
embracing Riverside, Redlands and 
San Bernardino some, but not much 
damage has been done to 

and lemons. 

The cold wave set in Saturday, and 
the frost predicted for that night was 
kept away by a brisk breeze that blew 
nearly all night. Sunday was cold, 
and Sunday night was the coldest of the 
season. ‘There was little breeze, and 
early Monday morning tne thermome- 
ter in some localities registered as low 
as 22 deg., but the average minimum 
register ranged from 26 to 28 deg., and 
that lasted but a short time. Monday 
was cold, and the outlook for the 
night was not promising, but a norther 
came sweeping along about surset and 
kept at it most of the night, so that 
the mercury did not approach the 
danger point. Tuesday was warmer, 
and towards evening a brisk breeze 
set in, which bids fair to continue 
throughout the night. At 6 o’clock p. 
m. the thermometer in Riverside regis- 
tered 50 deg., and little fear is felt 
of a frost tonight. 


RIVERSIDE, Dec. 21—12 p.m.—At 8] 


o’clock tonight the thermometer ex- 
posed in an orchard registered 42 deg.; 
at 9 p.m., 40 deg.; at 10 p.m., 36 deg.; 
at 11 p.m., deg.; at 12 p.m., 40 deg. 
There are no-fears of a frost tonight. 
A breeze began blowing between 11 
p.m. and midnight. 
ORANGE COUNTY. 

SANTA ANA, Dec. 21—12 p.m.—The 
mercury now registers 42 deg. and is 
rising. The sky is clear. No danger. 

POMONA. 

POMONA, Dec. 21—11 p.m.—The 
mercury here has registered about the 
same as last night. 
night the sky is clear and there is no 
wind blowing. The thermometer regis- 


ters 28 deg. 
SAN DIEGO. 

SAN DIEGO, Dec. 21.—The thermom- 
eter registered 38 deg. in this city last 
night; 31 deg. at Chula Vista, 28 deg. 
in El Cajon and 34 deg. in La Mesa. 

No damage to citrus fruits is reported 
except in extremely low places. Last 
night was the coldest of the week and 
the first to nip tomato vines, 

CAHUENGA VALLEY. 

G. J. Griffith drove through Cahu- 
enga Vallev yesterday afternoon, and 
he reports that he could see no indi- 
cations of damage by frost. Vegeta- 
bles, banana trees and lemon trees were 
examined, and no injury was detected. 


Last Week’s Weather. 


United States Department of Agri- 
culture, Weather Bureau climate and 
crop bulletin for Southern California 


for the week ending December 30, 1897: 


Cold, dry weather characterized. the 
past week, except on the 14th and 18th, 
when there were general showers of 
rain in the valley sections and snow 
in the mountains. The rains were light 
in the coast districts and quite heavy 
in the elevated sections and in the in- 
terior valleys of San Diego county. A 
cold wave of marked continuation pre- 
vailed at the close of this report, dur- 
ing which the temperature fell to 
freezing, and in the low lands it went 
from 2 to 8 deg. below on several 
mornings. The reports of correspond- 
ents for this bulletin show that no 
damage resulted to citrus fruit in the 
higher elevations, but in the low lands 
it is feared that some Mmjury may have 
occurred. The result of the cold wave 
will be ascertained from the reports for 
the following bulletin and as tempera- 
tures ranging from 32 to 24 deg. oc- 
curred in the citrus’ districts, it is 
probable that some damage resulted, 
particularly in low exposed sections. 
Owing to lack of copious rains feed is 
running short, and besides the cold 
weather is telling on stock. The dry 
weather necessitates irrigation of or- 
chards. The following are the lowest 
temperatures for the week: San Luis 
Obispo, 27 deg.; Carpinteria, 36; El 
Rio, 33; Los Angeles, 32; South Los An- 
geles, 24; West Palmdale, 18; La Cafi- 
ada, 34; Azusa, 29; Long Beach, 38; 
Artesia, 27: Etiwanda, 28; Colton, 29; 
Santa Ana, 38; Capistrano, 36; San Di- 
ego, 38: Valley Center, 39; Santee-El 
Cajon, 34; Pomona, 21 to 28; Verdugo, 24. 

San Luis Obispo—Feed short and 
cold telling on stock. 

Santa Barbara county—Traces of 
rain fell last Tuesday. There were 
heavy frosts in low lands. 

Ventura county—El Rio: There were 
heavy frosts and ice, but no damage 
reported. Seeding winter wheat and 
barley begun. | 

Los Angeles county—Los Angeles 
city: Light showers 14th and 18th, 
otherwise cold and dry. Frequent 
frosts and ice early mornings in ex- 
posed places. South Los’ Angeles: 
Weather cold and dry, with a little 
frost each morning followed by warm 
Rain much needed; orchard- 
ists are irrigating. West Palmdale: 
There was a light rain on the 14th. 
There is considerable snow. in the 
mountains. Frost occurred. La Cafi- 
ada: Weather has been cool and partly 
cloudy. with white frosts and thin ice 
in low lands; no damage reported. 
Orange picking continues; olive picking 
over. Verdugo: Temperature 
has been as low as 24 deg. in lower 
part of valley; citrus orchards are 
along the foothills and oranges are 
probably uninjured; new growth has 
been nipped in places; on whole, prob- 
ably no serious damage to citrus fruit, 
while deciduous frhit will be benefited. 
Azusa: Examination shows only an oc- 
casional lemon twig frosted; many trees 
untouched; only one twig has been 
found touched; this would indicate no 
oranges are frozen. Pomona: There 
was 9.33 of an inch of rain on the 20th, 
making 4.63 for season. 
frosts Occurred Saturday and Sunday 
mornings, when the temperature is re- 
ported to have fallen from 21 to 28 deg, 
according to locality. The prevailing 


opinion is that little damage has oc-

ATTEMPTED SUICIDE OF A YOUNG 
RUSSIAN PHYSICIA... 


He Refuses to Divulge His Name, 
but is Apparently an Exception- 
ally Well-educated Man—Stolen 
Horse Claimed—Brevities. 


PASADENA, Dec. 21.—[Regular Correspon#- 
ence.] In Dr. Hodge’s hospital tonight is®a 
young man who refuses to give his name, but 
who, from cards in his possession, from which 
the name has been erased, is proved beyond 
a doubt to have been g physician in the Rus- 
sian army. 

This afternoon he was on Lincoln avenue, 
mear Orange Grove avenue, when he fell to 
the sidewalk. He was picked up and taken 
to Dr. Hodge’s hospital, where is was found 
that he was suffering from an overdose of 
morphine. The usual emetics were used, and 
when he regained consciousness among the 
first sentences he uttered was: ‘‘Oh, why 
didn’t you Iet me die? If you had known 
what I have suffered the past few weeks, you 
would have done so.”’ 

He said that for five days he had not par- 
taken of any food, and last night he -— 
in the open air. This morning he was nearly 
frozen, but sold his overcoat for a few 
cents, and procured a breakfast and a quan- 
tity of morphine. He has a fine gold watch, 
which he says a Los Angeles pawnbroker of- 
fered to lend $2 upon, but he decided to keep 
it, as he thought it could be sold to help 
defray his funeral expenses. He is a well- 
educated man, and speaks five languages, but 
says the jealousy among physicians in Amer- 
ica has prevented him from making a living, 
though he feels he is more competent to prac- 
tice medicine than most of the physicians he 
comes in contact with. He was on his way to 
Mexico to see if he could not make a living 
at his profession there, and says he was afraid 
to beg a meal for fear of being arrested as 
a tramp, and also because he was too proud. 
He is wel! dressed and displays an extensive 
knowledge of medicine. He will give no fur- 
ther information concerning himself other 
than to request the attendants to see that 
nothing goes into the newspapers, as he has 
a sister a few miles from Pasadena.

Money-order Dispute Settled — Im- 

portant Real Estate Sale. 
SAN PEDRO, Dec. 21.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] A perplexing dispute over the 
ownership of a $10 money order as settled by 
an assistant-postmaster here today. About 
two weeks ago a young colored man, who 
gave his name as Charles Walters, called at 
the postoffice and said that he expected that 
a letter for him containing a money order 
would arrive from Ventura within afew days.

SAN DIEGO COUNTY. 


INDICTMENTS AND RECOMMENDA- 
TIONS OF THE GRAND JURY. 


Real Estate Dealer Charged With 
Perjury—Council Fails to Settle 
the Crematory Question — More 
Mining Litigation at Hedges, 


SAN. DIEGO, pee. 21.—[Regular Ccrre- 
spondence.] The grand jury impaneled by 
Judge Torrance of Department’ One of the 


Superior Court completed its labors Mon- 


day and submitted its report during the aft- 
ernoon. Two indictments are found, cne 
against R. A. Jones, the real estate man, 
who is charged with having committed per- 
jury recently in the trial of the case of John 
Long vs. R. A. Jones, and the other is 
against George E. Hettick, charged with en- 
tering the residence of John C. Turner at No. 
315 Main street, November 10 last, with in- 
tent to commit burglary. The bail of each 
of these men was fixed at $1500. They are 
now in the County Jail. 

The report is the result of thirteen days’ 
Mina and is very brief. In part it is as fol- 


‘We have made an investigation of all the 


charges that have been brought before us

that in our opinion were deserving of such 
investigation. Seventeen complaints have been 
brought to our notice, including the cases of 
Joseph "Smarr, accused of killing Juan Flores, 
and Henry Randolph, accused of killing Juan 
and Tirco Gonzalez at Hedges. In the in- 
vestigation of these seventeen cases. we have 
examined forty-six witnesses, besides much 
record and documentary evidence, and we 
present herewith two true bills of indictment. 

The jury visited the County Hospital and 
Poor Farm, which, under the managemet of 
James Duffy and Dr. Gochenauer, we found 
operated in an efficient and economical man- 
ner, and we make the following recommenda- 
tious to the Board of Supervisors: That all 
persons who’ receive assistance from the 
county shall receive such assistance from 
and at the County Poor Farm. We believe 
the custom of furnishing county indigents 
supplies by giving them orders upon mer- 
chants, or of giving them money direct, is 
pernicious, and should be stopped. It is our 
opinion that persons are sent or migrate from 
Mexico to this county for the purpose of 
getting their support, or a part thereof, from 
this county. We further recommend that all 
recommendations for county assistance be 
made under oath.’’ 

The report further declares that in the 
opinion of the grand jury the present situa- 
tion of the County Poor Farm and Hospital 
is not of the best as regards sanitary condi- 
tions, soil and climate, and recommends that 
the Board of Supervisors consider the matter 
of a change of location.. 

The County Jail was inspected, and the jury 
had no suggestions to make whereby the 
management could be improved. 

In touching upon the county offices, the re- 
port says: 

“By «committees -especially assigned to the 
duty, the grand jury examined into the opera- 
tion of each county office. Believing that it 
is not the duty of the grand jury in the 
absence of some plaint, or at least some 
suspicion of wrongdoing, to make an expert 
examination of the books in each department, 
we have not done so, but have examined in a 
general way into the methods pursued in the 
keeping of the county books and records, and 
the efficiency of the officers i nthe various 
a with the means at their dis- 
pocel.’’ 

Concluding, the report says: ‘‘We find 
the county offices without exception are con- 
ducted in a good and efficient manner by 
their various incumbents. We recommend, 
however, that the County Supervisors provide 
as soon as possible fireproof vaults within 
the building for keeping the books and rec- 
ords where there will be no danger of the 
same being damaged or destroyed by fire.’’ 

THE CREMATORY MUDDLE. 

Contrary to expectations, the crematory 

question was not settled at the meeting of 
the Common Council Monday evening, and 
consequenly the garbage ghost still goes 
stalking about in the vicinity of the Eighth 
Ward, much to the disgust of the residents of 
that portion of the city. 
, At a meeting of the Health and Morals 
Committee held before the meeting of the 
Council, two reports were prepared, one from 
a majority of the members and one from the 
minority. The majority report recommended 
that the crematcry be not accepted by the 
city. Both these reports were brought into 
the Council, and each had its ardent sup- 
porters. Kesidents of the Eighth Ward in 
increased numbers were present, and all in 
all there were promises of an interesting 
time, but a final disposition was not made of 
the vexed question, the matter, after much 
heated discussion, being referred back to the 
Health and Morals Committee by the Alder- 
men, the Delegates voting to accept the mi- 
nority report accepting the crematory. 

Both boards concurred in the following 
business: An ordinance was adopted direct- 
ing the City Clerk to advertise for bids for 
a new issue of city bonds, to the amount of 
$260,000,° bearing per cent. interest, to run 
for forty years. Bids are to be received un- 
til December 30 at 5 p.m., and the bonds are 
to be sold for not less than par. The object 
of the issue is to take up the present sewer 
and municipal improvement bonds, which 
bear interest at the rate of 5 and 7 per cent. 

A joint resolution was passed directing the 
City Attorney to draw up a new resolution 
of intention to sidewalk and curb First 
street, and ordering previous proceedings 
canceled. 

An ordinance requiring all bulldogs to be 
muzzled was referred to the Police Com- 
mittee, as was also the ordinance prchibiling 
the obstructing of sidewalks. 

The joint resoluticn directing the City En- 
gineer to prepare for the trial of the case 
of the San Diego Water Company vs. the 
city of San Diego was passed, after which 
both boards adjourned to Thursday evening, 
December 30. 

ANOTHER WARSHIP. 

The Icarus, an English warship, steamed 
into the bay Monday and dropped anthcr just 
off the coal bunkers, between the United 
States Ceast Survey ship Patterson and the 
monitor Monterey. The Icarus is an old- 
fashioned model of 900 tons register, and 
carries a crew of 115 men. Her officers are 
Capt. Ernest Fleet, Lieuts. J. Watson. Slater, 
Holland and Edwards; Paymaster Silk, Dr. 
Colburn, Engigeer Laversiege and Gunner 
Overdon. 

The Icarus left Coquimbo, Chile, October 14, 
and on her way up the coast touched at a 
number of the more prominent coast points. 
She will take on 200 tons of coal here and 
then proceed to Esquimalt, B. C., where she 
will remain for the winter, refitting and pro- 
visioning. ler commission expires in Scp- 
tember, when she will probably be ordered 
back to England. The Icarus left the Briti-:h 
cruiser Leander in Coquimbo, convoying the 
torpedo-boat destroyer Verigo. Both these 
vessels are working their way up the coast 
toward Esquimalt, and will, in all probabil- 
ity, call in here in about three weeks. 

AGAIN IN LITIGATION. 

Again the Golden Cress mines at Hedges, 
this county, are involved in litigation that 
promises to be far reaching. A. complaint 
was filed yesterday with the County Clerk by 
the National Bank of California at Los An- 
geles asking for the payment of $2€0,622.50. 
The trustees of the Golden Cress Mining 
Company, the Free Gold Mining Company and 
Cc. W. Pauly. are made defendants in the 
case. The plaintiffs ask that the agreement 
recently made whereby the receiver was to 
pay off the indebtedness on the property in 
monthly installments be declared illegal and 
void .and that the trustees of the Golden 
Cress Company be required to carry out the 
terms of their original trust: that any claim 
or titie that the Free Gold Mining Company 
have in the Golden Cross Cempany’'s prop- 
erty be declared subordinate to the plaint- 
iff's claim and its liens upon said property.

ORANGE COUNTY. 


Differences of Opinion as to the 
Cattle Disease. 

SANTA ANA, Dec. 21.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] There is considerable contro- 
versy among bacteriologists regarding the 
nature of the disease that has caused the 
death of many Orange county cattle during 
the past year. The disease closely resembles 
murrain, but microscopical examination of 
the blood and spleen of affected animals has 
failed to show anthrax bacilli, which would 
be present in this disease. Whatever the dis- 
ease, it causes death in nine cases out of ten. 
Dr. Vans Agnew, who has treated a large 
percentage of these cases, states that, in a 
number of post mortems he has held, in but 
one case did he find the lungs of the animal 
affected. This was a cow that died near 
Bolsa. The veterinary says that it was het 
anthrax, but tuberculosis, and a very pro- 
nounced case, nearly one-third of the lungs 
being destroyed. While the former disease 
has not assumed the alarming extent this 
year that it did a year ago, it is still serious 
enough to merit the closest observation from 
stock owners. One of the heaviest losers by 
this disease is William Lamb of New Hope 
district, -who last spring watched his cattle 
die by the dozen without being able to check 
the malady. He lost 150 head. and several 
other stockmen in this neighborhood have 
experienced heavy losses. The damp, boggy

Cows Combed and Brushed, 


[New York Tribune:] It is said that the 
famous Mountainside Farm, at Mahwah, N. 
J., which was owned by the late Theodore 
A. Havemeyer, is to be sold at auction the 
first week of January by direction of the 
executors, who are arranging for the parti- 
tion of the estate among the heirs. The sale 
is to include the live stock, buildings and ap- 
purtenances. When Mr. Havemeyer bought 
the property, nineteen years ago, it embraced 
ouly 3.0 acres, but he kept adaing more land 
from time to time, until now the total area 
is more than twenty-seven hundred acres. 
The live stock now on the farm includes 500 
registered cattle and sixty head of horses; 
and there is a dairy plant which is surpassed 
nowhere in the United States. Mr. Havemeyer 
always tcok a keen interest in the raising of 
fine stock. The beginning of his herd was 
made in 1882, when he imported about twenty 
head of registered Jersey cattle. The 5 
cattle now on the farm, of which 300 are 
milch cows, are housed in a big barn, in 
which everything is kept scrupulously clean 
and every appliance for the care and comfort 
of the stock is provided. Every cow is 
cleaned each morning with curry-comb, brush 
and towel, and the attendants, of whom there 
are forty, are required to wash their hands 
after miiking each cow. Extreme care is also 
taken to keep the milk free from impuritiés. 
The average yield of milk from a cow in 
this country is said to be 3009 pounds a year 
but the cows at Mountainside Farm average 


6450 pounds, their milk also being much 
richer in cream than that of the ordinary 
herds. In 1895 tuberculosis was discovered in 


the herd, and Mr. Havemeyer promptly had 
the ailing cattle killed, thus stamping cut 
the disease. Then, with a view to overcoming 
any tendency to tuberculosis in future in his 
cattle, he imported a number of Simmen- 
thaler and Normandy cattle, which are much 
hardier than are Jersey; and the result of his 
experiment of crossing the Jersey strain with 
these two others is said to have been highly 
succescful. 

Mr. Havemeyer spent also a great deal of 
money in improving his farm by removing 
stones from it, and was rewarded by an as- 
tonishing increase in the yield of hay and 
other crops. Some of the stones were used 
in making a great wall around the farm, and 
an idea of the large scale on which the prop- 
erty was run may be gained from the fact 
that the labor employed in building this stone 
wall cost Mr. Havemeyer $85,000.

The store is situated directly 
opposite engine csmpany No. 8 and near 
the corner of Fourth street, which was 
heavy with traffic at that time. 

Yesterday afternoon Charles Grotzin- 
ger, a member of No. & engine com- 


pany, noticed two young men. acting 
suspiciously on Hill street between 
Third and Fourth streets. One a 


smooth-faced young man about 5 feet 
4 inches in height, dressed in dark 
clothes, when first noticed was stand- 
ing at the corner of Fourth and Hill 
streets. The other, a young man 
about 5 feet 7% inches in height, stood 
at the corner of Third and Hill. Occa- 
sionally the two. would) signal each 
other and that a mutual understand- 
ing of some kind between the two was 
apparent. Several times the young 
man walked back and forth between 
the two streets and each of the men 
paid frequent visits to the other. At 
the time Grotzinger thought little of 
‘the matter. When he heard a crash of 
breaking glass about, 6 o'clock, just as 
he started for supper, he stopped, satis- 
fied that it was in the jewelry store 
nearly opposite. As he could plainly 
Sce a man enter the store and close 
the door behind him, he concluded that 
the proprietor had simply broken the 
glass in the door accidentally, so he 
did not investizate. When he returned, 
he learned that. Mr. Roberts had gone 
to supper about:45 o'clock and that 
the crash of glass haN been caused by 
burglars. 

The men had evidently been watch- 
ing the place, as they knew exactly 
where to look for the tray of watches 
which Mr. Roberts had placed behind 
the counter instead of locking them in 
the safe. As he expected to return in 
an hour, he felt that the timepieces 
would be safe. Hardly had he left, be- 
fore the burglars gained an entrance. 
This was done by pasting a sheet of 
sticky fly-paper upon the glass pane in 
the door, after which the glass was 
broken with a stone.” The paper held 
most of the broken glass together, but 
some became detached and, falling on 
the inside, made the noise Which at- 
iracted the attention of Fireman Grot- 
zinger. The thieves then unlocked the 
front.door from the inside and entered. 
They molested nothing except the 
watches, which they carried away. Four 
of these were gold and the remainder 


were silver. The loss. will probably 
reach $350. 
Fireman Grotzinger feels positive 


that he sould identify the smaller of 
the two suspected men. Detectives 
Bradish and Steele are working on the 
case.

Actor Ratcliffe’s Wife Declares Her

He threatened to blow out her 
brains with a revolver which he held 
in his hand. She avowed, on cross- 
examination, a hatred of him, and a 
desire to see him punished, for which, 
she said, she was willing to make any 
sacrifice.
